Aldermen Also to Be 
Asked to Act on Diver- 
sion of Main Source of 
Household Fuel to a 
Blast Furnace. qpm 


Spokesmen for the larger solid 
fuel retail dealers will meet to- 
morrow with the sales agent for 
Laciede Gas Light Co. coke in 
an attempt to get back the prin- 
cipal supply of household coke, 
which Laclede has diverted to a 
blast furnace. 

The meeting, at the Mayfair 
Hotel at luncheon, will be between 
directors of the Coal Exchange of. 
St. Louis and Parker H. Woods, 
president of the M. W. Warren 
Coke Co., the Laclede agent. At 
the same time, Albert L. Schweit- 
zer, president of the Board of 
Aldermen, will ask that board to 
adopt a resolution “urgently re- 
questing” Laclede to reconsider its 
diversion action, 

Attacks on Laclede for this ac- 
tion are centering now on the 
question of the extent to which 
Laclede coke is going to industrial 
rather than domestic use, Chair- 
man James L. Ford Jr. of the 
Citizen's’ Smoke Elimination Com- 
mittee, being unable to discover 
any alternate source of smoke- 
less fuel, is relying for the present 
on cancellation of the gas com- 
pany’s action or the hope that 
coke being sold for other estab- 
lished uses might be switched to 
the household market here. 

The complaints against the di- 
version are due to the loss of this 
source of smokeless fuel for 
househeating, coming on top of 
sharp 4d qleam other 
sources. Ford is seriously con- 
cerned over the availability of suf- 
ficient fuel complying with the 
anti-smoke ordinance for the next 
heating season. 

2000 Ton Diversion a Month. 

It developed yesterday that the 
volume diverted by Laclede for a 
blast furnace of the Koppers Co. 
at Granite City was not as great 
as had been indicated at first, but 
that it amounted to all of the cur- 
rent seasonal production of the 
grade best suited for general use 
in domestic furnaces. Laclede's 
agreement with Koppers, made 
without contract and without time 
limit, calls for not more than 2000 
tons a month—one or two car- 
loads a day—of the stove or fur- 
nace size coke. Laclede hopes the 
diversion may be ended by mid- 
winter. 

If the diversion continued at this 
rate for a full year, it would 
amount to about 24,000 tons. This 
would be somewhat more than 
one-quarter of the total volume of 
this grade of coke sold by Laclede 
in the St. Louis metropolitan area 
last year. Coke is the outstanding 
by-product of the manufacture of 
gas for the mixture with natural 
gas for the general community 
supply. 

With Laclede offices closed yes- 
terday, the largest compilation of 
coke sales available covered the 
first 11 months of 1945. The ag- 
gregate for that period was 271,567 
tons. Of this amount 93,721 tons, 
or 34.5 per cent, was sold in metro- 
politan St. Louis for domestic 
purposes. Such sales included 
79,404 tons (or 29.3 per cent) of 
stove size coke. There was a smal! 
amount of a smaller size, chestnut, 
which can be used only in fur- 
maces equipped with grates fine 
enough to hold it, plus a negli-

ALL THE STEAK YOU 
CAN EAT TURNS OUT 
TO BE HORSE MEAT 


Chicagoans Feel Fine Until 
They Learn What They 
Had Been Served. 


CHICAGO, July 6 (UP)—Hun- 
dreds of Chicago restaurant pa- 
trons got all the roasts, cutlets and 
steaks they could eat at five cafes 
this week, They felt fine until 
tonight, when police informed 
them they had been eating horse 
meat. 
Police said five vendors had 
been arrested on suspicion of sell- 
ing horsemeat for consumption by 
diners who thought they were 
getting something else. 
Police were visiting more than 
50 establishments on Chicago's 
north and west sides to inform 
proprietors that the “beef” roasts, 
steaks, cutlets and hamburger 
they have been dispensing recently 
may not have been beef. 
Ralph Zaccarielli, who had 800 
pounds of horse meat in his car, 
was arrested Friday. He said the | 
meat had come from a dog food 
concern and was being resold to 
restaurants and hamburger stands. 
Other arrests followed. By tonight 
police had collected 1600 pounds of 
horse meat. — 
Police said some of the vendors 
had paid 15 cents a pound for. the 
meat and sold it at an average of 
50 cents a pound. Déalers got up 
to 75 cents, police said. 


BOY BUYERS’ STRIKE 
FORCES POP PRICE 
BACK TO 5 CENTS 


About 15 North St. Louis high 
school boys organized and won 
the first buyers’ strike reported 
here. The proprietor of a neigh- 
borhood confectionery, who had 
increased the prices of soft drinks 
from 5 to 10 cents last Monday. 
after the end of price ‘controls, 
lowered them again to 5 cents Fri- 


day. 

The owner told a reporter that 
rising costs had forced her to in- 
crease prices of cold soft drinks 
to 6 cents. One of the youths, 
who said the owner had attempted 
to obtain Office of Price Admin- 
istration approval for an increase 
for two years, insisted that the 
prices of some varieties had gone 
.up to 10 cents, the rest to 7 cents. 
The boys use the'store as their 
neighborhood meeting place. When 
they found that prices had climbed, 
“Well, we just didn’t buy any,”

reliably reported today to be 
agreed that the Security Council 
must be the agency to punish seri- 
ous violations of atomic control

This informant said none of the 
delegates disputed the Security 
Council’s right to act on all mat- 
ters which threaten international 
peace even if these matters in- 
volve the misuse of atomic energy.

The United States disclosed yes- 
terday in a memorandum to the 
sub-committee that the United 
States delegation wanted the 
atomic development authority to 
have the power to make final de- 
cisions in some matters. 

These were understood to in- 
clude punishment of violations 
which did not constitute actual 
threats to peace. Under the Unit- 
ed States plan, the authority would 
be able to impose such penalties as 
fines and revoéation or denial of

WASHINGTON, July 6 (AP)— 
A Democratic split threatened to- 
day to block the revival of meat 
price controls in any OPA renewal 
bill the Senate may pass next 


week, 

With Republicans massing be- 
hind him, Senator Wherry of Ne- 
braska, minority whip, told a re- 
porter he was satisfied at least 
12 Senate Democrats also would 
support his proposal to cut meat 
and poultry off the list of con- 
trolled products if the Office of 
Price Administration is revived. 

Senator Murdock (Dem.), Utah, 
said, however, that if any such 
action finally was sustained by 
Congress and the bill sent to the 
President in that form, he ex- 
pected that it would be vetoed. 

Murdock, himself a stockman, 
challenged Wherry’s estimate of 
majority support for the elimina- 
tion of meat, asserting: “I can’t 
see how any Democrat can go 
against the President’s wishes in 
such a grave crisis.” 

There was ample evidence, how- 
ever, that several Democrats in- 
tend to support the Wherry pro- 
posal. Already publicly committed 
to this course are such veterans 
as Senators George of Georgia, 
McCarran of Nevada and Rad- 
cliffe of Maryland. 

Administration lieutenants ad- 
mitted that an informal nose count 
indicated they will have to bring 
back to Washington some of the 
Senators who have gone home to 
patch up their political fences if 
they are to have a chance of beat- 
ing down what they tabbed as a 
“highly objectionable” amendment. 

It will be the Senate's first head- 
on collision with the meat issue. 
Democratic Leader Barkley of 
Kentucky carefully avoided any 
such showdown when he was pilot- 
ing through the original extension 
co faa President Truman ve- 


In that case, a committee vote 
to decontrol meat, poultry and 
dairy products was allowed = to 
stand without a roll call challenge.

If he wins, Barkley then 
will be obliged to attempt to elim- 
inate the amendment in confer- 
ence and seek to avoid a vote on 
that question when the bill comes 
up for finals passage. 

Barkley told reporters he 
thought there was “a chance” the 
new OPA bill’ might go to the 
White House by the end of next 
week, He remarked that there 
were “prospects of considerable 
discussion” in the Senate. He

RUSSIA TRYING 
TO BACK OUT ON 
PEAGE PARLEY, 
- BEVIN ChARGES 


Molotov Imposed New 
Conditions After U.S., 
Britain and France Ac- 
cept Earlier Soviet De- 
mands, He Says.

PARIS, July 6 (AP) — British 
Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin 
charged tonight that Russia was 
trying to back out of its agree- 
ment to call a .European peace 
conference July 29, American in- 
formants reported, and the Big 
Four ministers remained dead- 
locked for a second day. 

The ministers adjourned until 
Monday afternoon without having 
reached an agreement on how to 
convoke the conference and with- 
out authorizing the issuing of invi- 
tations. 

Bevin and United States Secre- 
tary of State James F, Byrnes 
both told Soviet Foreign Minister 
V. M. Molotov that they could not 
agree to his proposal that rules of 
procedure be imposed upon the 
peace parley by the four-power 
foreign ministers, they sald.. 

Bevin asserte@ that Molotov ap- 
peared to be stipulating new con- 
ditions to summoning the 21- 
nation conference after Britain, 
France and the United States had 
accepted all the other Soviet con- 
ditions. 

The British minister declared he 
already had assured his own gov- 
ernment and the dominions that 


he would not agree to anything 
which might limit their freedom

So many misleading’ reports 
and insinuations have been given 
the press and radio with respect 
to my alleged connection with the 
letting and expediting of war con- 
tracts to two Illinois munitions 
manufacturers, that I feel im- 
pelled to comment. 

Among other statements given 
the press and radio is one to the 
effect that I have declined to ap- 
pear before the Mead committee. 
I am at loss to understand just 
what the Senator’s purpose is in 
releasing a statement of this kind, 
since he well knows that I have 
already voluntarily appeared be- 
fore his committee in its executive 
session held as long ago as June 4. 
As I understand it, practically all 
the testimony which is now being 
dramatized has previously been 
taken in executive session. 

I appeared before the commit- 
tee of which Senator Mead is 
chairman, on June 4, at which 
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CONGRESSMAN A. J. MAY 
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time I gave 43 pages of testimony. 
I know nothing at this moment 
to add to the facts I gave Senator 
Mead on June 4, 

I cannot understand the pur- 
pose of Senator Mead’s failure to 
inform the press and radio—and 
thus the public—during my ab- 
sence from Washington that I had 
already testified.

WASHINGTON, July 6 (AP)— 
The United States and Britain 
have agreed to discontinue their 
blacklists of thousands of foreign 
firms accused of . collaborating 
with the Axis during the war, it 
was learned today. An official an- 
nouncement is due Monday. 

The British and American lists, 
covering almost exactly the same 
names, total approximately 5880 
foreign ‘firms and individuals in 
Latin America and in the former 
European neutral countries. 
Countries which will be most di- 
rectly affected by discontinuance 
outside this . hemisphere are 
Spain, Portugal, Sweden, Switzer- 
land and Turkey.

TWO FATHERS, SONS 
ON RAFT VOYAGE 
DOWN MISSISSIPPI

Two Chicago fathers and their 
sons moored their specially con- 
structed raft at-the seaplane dock 
at the foot of Market street as 
they completed thé eighth day of 
amo ‘h-long trip down the Mis- 
sissippi River to New Orleans 
yesterday afternoon. The travel- 
ers were to shove off again this 
morning after entertaining St. 
Louis friends on board the raft 
last night, 

Taking part in the trip are Rex 
Hieronymus and his son Dick, 15 
years old, and Thomas A, Roth 
and his son Tommy, 12. The 
Roths are former St. Louisans; 
the father worked here from 1936 
to 1939 and the family lived in 
Kirkwood. 

The fathers and their boys have 
talked about the trip for several 
years. Last winter they decided 
to do something about it, and 
work began on the “Meanco,” a 
raft 21 feet by 10 feet, mounted on 
pontoons, and completely equipped 
for living aboard with beds, a 
stove, ice box, fishing and hunting 
gear, a gasoline engine and all 
necessary navigational aids. “Me- 
anco” is an Army-Navy style ab- 
breviation for “Mississippi Ex- 
ploration and Navigation Com- 
pany.” 

Last night the voyagers figured 
they had traveled 340 miles and 
had approximately 1100 more to 
go. So far they are one day be- 
hind schedule, but still plan to 
reach New Orleans by July 26 or 
27—plenty of time for the boat to 
be sold and for the fathers to be 
back at their jobs by Aug. 1. 

The men look upon the trip as 
an excellent means to get better 
acquainted with their boys, as 
well as an opportunity to give 
them an education in use of cer- 
tain instruments, navigation and 
care of mechanical equipment. 
The boys don’t take such a ser- 
ious view of the trip. “How could 
we be learning anything when 
it’s as much fun as this is?”

ON HOTELS RAVING 


NO BOARD PERMIT 


Amendment to Ordi- 
nance to Be Introduced 
in Board of Aldermen 


Tomorrow. x. 


A bill to amend the city ordi- 
nance regulating the operation of 
hotels, boarding houses and room- 
ing houses so as to provide penal- 
ties for operation of such estab- 
lishments without a permit from 
the Board of Public Service will 
be introduced in the Board of 
Aldermen tomorrow, Director of 
Public Safety Charles J. Riley said 
yesterday. 

The ordinance requires the op- 
erator of any hotel, rooming or 
boarding house to obtain a permit 
to operate from the Board of 
Public Service, but does not make 
provision for any penalty, Riley 
pointed out. 

The proposed amendment would 
make it a. misdemeanor, punish- 
able by a fine of from $50 to $500, 
for any person, firm or corpora- 
tion to operate such an establish- 
ment without a permit from the 
board. Each day of operation 
without a permit would be con- 
sidered a separate offense. 

“This would Pula teeth in the 
present ordinance “and give the 
Board of Public Service more au- 
thority in regulating hotels,” Riley 
said, 

Announcement of the proposed 
revision followed receipt by Riley 
of a report from Fire Chief Frank 
Egenriether on the results of the 
city’s intensified campaign to re- 
move hotel fire hazards. A city- 
wide inspection of all hotels, room- 
ing houses and lodging houses 
was ordered early last month fol- 
lowing disastrous fires at hotels 
in Chicago and Dubuque, Ia. 

Of 226 hotels inspected in the 
drive, 195 are still violating the 
safety regulations, Egenriether 
reported. Thirty-one hotels have

ACTION FOR ENDING 
OF NAME-CALLING 
BY HOUSE, SENATE 


WASHINGTON, July 6 (AP) — 
Speaker Rayburn thinks name 
calling between the House and 
Senate has. gone far enough, As 
far as the House is concerned he 
has served notice that he is reatiy 
to rap the knuckles of any House 


member disposed to break the 
rules of comity between the two 
branches of Congress. 


In the heat engendered by con- 
troversies over such measures as 
draft. extension; OPA and atomic 
energy controls in recent months, 
the rules have gone by the way- 
side. Senators have said some 
pretty harsh things about House 
members and vice versa. A favor- 
ite method has been to insert into 
the Congressional Record appen- 
dix newspaper stories or editorials 
critical of other legislators. 

Rayburn told the House this 
week he “trusts that does not 
happen any more.” 


“If there is any question as to 
whether or. not an extension of 
remarks refers to a member of 
the Senate in any way that might 
be offensive to him, the chair 
hopes the matter will be submitted 
to the chair before the remarks 
go to the printer,” he said.

MAJ, DE SEVERSKY SAYS 


HONOLULU, July 6 (AP) — 
Maj. Alexander de Seversky ex- 
pressed his opinion today that the 
atomic bomb “in its present form 
definitely does not revolutionize 
the science of warfare.” 

The proponent of air power, en 
route to the mainland after wit- 
nessing the Bikini test, acknowl- 
edged that the bomb was “unques- 
tionably the most efficient explo- 
sive so far devised,” but added 
that it “simply makes war tech- 
nologically more complicated and 
therefore more costly.” 

“While discovery of the atomic 
bomb is a great triumph for 
science and promises revolution- 
ary changes in our existence,” De 
Seversky said, “the present atom 


bomb is still just another bomb.” 


AUSTRIAN CABINET ‘REJECTS’ 
RUSSIAN PLANT SEIZURES 


Comprising Most.of 


Disputes Soviet Contention That Factories, 


Country’s Industry, 


Qualify as German Reparations. 


By LYNN HEINZERLING 

VIENNA, July 6 (AP)—The 
Russins announced today they had 
taken ownership of a major part 
of Austria's industrial capacity 
and other property as German 
reparations, and the Austrian cab- 
inet summoned a special meeting 
of Parliament. 
The Russians acted without in- 
forming their allies. Austrian of- 
ficials declared the Russians were 
claiming 75 per cent of the repub- 
lic’s industrial capacity. 


The Soviet order took over $22,- 
000,000 worth of industry in East- 
ern Austria along with other 
“German external assets.” The 
Russians insist property taken by 
the Germans after annexing Aus- 
tria in 1938 is subject to seizure as 
German reparations under the 
Potsdam agreement—a view op- 
posed by the United States and by 
Austria. 
American Message. 

Gen, Mark Clark, American com- 
mander in Austria, immediately 
sent a message to Soviet Com- 
mander Col. Gen, L. V. Kurrasov 
urging great care in the carrying 
out of his order, and one to the 
Austrian Government declaring it 
was not necessary to turn over 
property which was not a German 
asset. 

Chancellor Leopold Figl’s cab- 
inet after a special meeting called 
an extraordinary session of parlia- 
ment for next Wednesday. A com- 
munique declared Socialist and 
Communist members of the gov- 
ernment joined with other mem- 
bers in the view that properties 
which were Austrian before the 
annexation should still be regard- 
ed as Austrian and not as Ger- 
man assets. 

For months the Russians have 

been taking control of properties 
in eastern Austria which they 
classify as German assets. The 
United States has objected that 
properties taken forcibly by the 
Germans should not be classified 
as German-owned., 
The Russians have refused to 
discuss the question in the Allied 
Control Council for Austria, but 
last May 15 agreed they would not 
seize any More properties without 
informing the Council. 


Austrian Statement. 


The government communique 
right to comply with the Soviet 
order without authorization by 
the Allied Council. It said the 
Russian-claimed properties had 
decisive significance for Austrian 
reconstruction and economy, and 
that the Potsdam agreement un- 
der which the Russians acted 
never had been disclosed officially 
to the Austrian government, 

“It is likewise known that the 
extent of the concept of ‘German 
property’ even by these Potsdam 
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said the cabinet did not have the. 
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decisions is not completely clear. 
The Austrian parliament as well 
as the federal government has al- 
ways asserted that it is of vital 
importance’ to interpret thig con- 
cept so that it does not include 
property which belonged to Aus- 
— before 1938,” the communique 
said, 


“The Austrian government must 


reject every act which seeks to 
solve this question in any way 
Other than from a legal stand- 
point. It expressed a deep con- 
viction that only a decision in law 
can guarantee a peaceful develop- 
ment among the nations.” 


The Russian order, published by 
the Red Army newspaper today, 
was signed by Kurrasov as “com- 
mander-in-chief of Soviet occupa- 
tion troops in Austria.” It was 
dated June 27 and provided that 
the transfer of ownership was to 
be completed in 10 days—by today. 


Properties Affected. 


Among the properties seized are 
a large proportion of the chemical 
industry, including Austria's en- 
tire sulfuric acid and plastics pro- 
duction, most of the electrical in- 
dustry, all of the artificial silk, 
paper, and glass factories. This 
includes all window glass produc- 
tion and all railroad signal equip- 
ment. ’ 

The Russians took over the 
Vienna locomotive works, which 
was 100 per cent non-German be- 
fore the annexation of Austria in 
1988. Austrians held 50 per cent 
of it, Americans 20 per cent. and 
Britons, Belgians and other na- 
tionals the other 30 per cent. The 
Germans took 86 per cent of the 
shares in the country. 

Austrian offiicals said a large 
poultry farm in the Vienna area 
which was seized by the Russians 
was owned completely by Austri- 
ans in 1938, and was still 100 per 
cent Austrian-owned when the 
Russians seized it. 


Kurrasov’s order was signed 
the day before the Allied Council 
signed a new control agreement 
granting extensive powers to the 
Austrian Government. 

Kurrasov said that German 
property in eastern Austria which 
belonged to the German Reich, 
German firms, corporations, or- 
ganizations or persons had been 
transferred to Russian ownership 
as reparations. 


Property transfers were to be 
registered legally, the order con- 
tinued, and any shares, stocks or 
deeds which were not surrendered 
to the Russians would be regarded 
as annulled. In such cases, new 
shares and deeds would be issued 
by the “Soviet property group in 
eastern Austria,” the order said. 

The order marked the first time 
that Kurrasov had been identified 
publicly as Soviet commander in 
Austria, apparently ‘confirming 
that Marshal Ivan Konev had left 
that post.

DR. H. |. SPECTOR DIES 
UN TRAIN IN WYOMING 


Professor at St. Louis U. 
Was Returning From Medical 
Convention in San Francisco. 


Dr. Hyman I. Spector, associate 
professor of internal medicine at 
the St, Louis University School of 
Medicine, died today near Chey- 
enne, Wyo., aboard’ a train on 
which he was returning from the 
American Medical Association con- 
vention at San Francisco. Dr. 
Spector, who was 52 years old, 
lived at 910 Buena Vista avenue. 

He became ill at the convention, 
when reading the annual report of 
the chairman of the board of ex- 


aminers of the American College 
of Chest Physicians, Dr, Spector 
was widely-known as a tubercu- 
losis specialist. His offices were 
in the University Club Building. 

With him at the time of his 
death were his wife and a son, 
Gene. Also surviving are a daugh- 
ter, Judy Spector, and a son, Rich- 
ard. The body is to be returned 
to St. Louis for funeral services, 

Dr. Spector was a graduate of 
the University of Illinois, receiv- 
ing a bachelor of science degree 
at the school in 1920 and his med- 
ical degree the following year. 
He served his internship at City 
Hospital here, and in 1922 be- 
came a resident physician at 
Koch Hospital, From 1923 to 
1925 he was superintendent of the 
institution, 

Except for a five-year’ period 
starting in‘ 1927, Dr. Spector was 
a member of the staff of the City 
Health Department from 1925 to 
1943. He was tuberculosis con- 
troller from 1925 to 1926, and 
again, from 1932 to 1934. Effed- 
tive Jan. 1, 1935, he was appointed 
Assistant Health Commissioner, 
holding the position until he re- 
signed in August, 1943, after he 
was informed by Dr. Joseph P. 
Bredeck, Health Commissioner, 
that he would have to give up his 
private practice if he desired to 
keep the post.

/ The last of the gang of bank 
and post office robbers led by 
Lawrence Drewer, murdered East 
Side hoodlum, was accounted for 
yesterday when Virgil Summers, 
Drewer’s chief lieutenant and 
“strong-arm” man, was captured 
in Henderson, Ky. 

Summers, sought by St. Louis 
police since the Drewer murder 
last Jan. 4, was arrested by Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation 
agents « with George (Bugs) 
Moran, notorious Chicago gang- 
ster of the prohibition era. 


They were held in the Daviess 
County jail, Owensboro, Ky., on 
federal charges of unlawful flight 
to avoid prosecution in connection 
with a $20,000 armed holdup of 
a Dayton tavern owner June 28. 

Summers was named by an un- 
derworld associate, Robert Lee 
Robertson, as Drewer’s compan- 
ion the night Drewer was shot 
to death in gangland fashion at 
Sarah street and West Pine boule- 
vard. He also has been widely 
sought by federal agents for ques- 
tioning in connection with numer- 
ous bank and post office robberies 
in Illinois, Indiana and Kentucky. 

Robertson, now awaiting sen- 
tence in United States District 
Court at Springfield, Ill., for post 
office robbery, will be brought 
here Tuesday to testify before the 
grand jury in the Drewer mur- 
der. Robertson, in a statement to 
police, said Drewer was killed by 
Joseph Burnett, a former convict 
and another Drewer gangster. 
Burnett is in jail at Edwardsville, 
Ill., under a 25- to 30-year sen- 
tence for an armed robbery. 

St. Louis detectives plan to go 
to Dayton to question Summers, 

Summers, 32 years old, was re- 
leased from an Illinois prison in 
1943 after serving nine years of 
a 17-year sentence for the holdup- 
murder of a Jefferson (Ill.) farm- 
er in 1934. His home is Mount 
Vernon, Il. 

Moran, rival of Al Capone for 
control of the illicit alcohol busi- 
ness in Chicago 20 years ago, és- 
caped the fate of his henchmen 
in the St. Valentine’s Day mas- 
sacre in a Chicago garage in 1929. 
His police record dates back to

Sales Policy Change Denied, 

Alfred Hirsh, vice president of 
Laclede, in charge of operations, 
told the Post-Dispatch yesterday 
there had been no change in La- 
clede’s long-established sales poli- 
cies and channels, other than the 
decision to meet the temporary 
requirements of the Koppers fur- 
nace. He said the record volume 
of sales of coke for all domestic 
purposes wag about 120,000 tons 
in a year. In the first 11 months 
of last year domestic sales, here 
and elsewhere, totaled 109,698 
tons, 


Ford had asserted that Laclede 
was capable of providing as much 
as, 175,000 tons of domestic coke 
in a year. He raised the question 
of whether Laclede was diverting 
domestic supply to metal and 
other industrial uses, but did not 
charge that this was the case, as 
he lacked data, 


Hirsh said that at this time of 
year production of atove and chest- 
nut sizes together ran, roughly, 
about three to three and one-half 
carloads daily, the stove size 
amounting to around two carloads 
of this. As operations are pushed 
at the gas plant to meet the in- 
creased demand for gas in winter, 
the proportion of the two domestic 
sizes is increased to about five or 
six carloads daily, or, roughly, 
more than 7000 tons a month, 
while the proportionate output of 
foundry coke goes down. 


The coke runs through screens 
as it leaves the ovens. Hirsh list- 
ed the output, in decreasing order 
of size, as follows: 


Foundry—Largest size, used 
only by foundries; 25 to 30 per 
cent of total annual production.

NUERNBERG, July 6 (By Ra- 
dio)—During a final summation 
in behalf of former Reichsmarsha! 
Hermann Wilhelm Goering, Dr. 
Otto Stahmer made the touching 
plea that in France his client 
plundered art treasures only from 
Jews and members of the resist- 
ance movement. The attorney 
argued in effect that since these 
unfortunates had either fled or 
been lodged in concentration 
camps or murdered, their property 
was “unclaimed” and was, there- 
fore, subject to confiscation. 

By strange coincidence, that 
typical Nazi contention followed 
hard upon a visit paid by the 
writer a few days earlier to a 
unique exhibition at the Orangerie, 
&® museum in the Tuileries Gar- 
dens off the Place de la Concorde 
in Paris, The exhibit consisted 
extlusively of art works looted by 
the Germans from’ French private 


collections and recovered within 
the Reich by the American Third

amics, books, gold, silver and 
glassware, and eight flags com- 
memorating French victories over 
Germans and Austrians, which had 
been stolen from the Chapel of the 
Invalides. They formed a verita- 
ble quintessence of masterpieces, 
the majority of which had rarely 
if ever been placed on public view.

For the Hitler museum’ were 
j} chosen also 20 art objects created 
by French goldsmiths and silver- 
smiths of the Sixteenth Century. 
| Goering annexed one document, a 
de luxe copy of the 1919 peace 
treaty, on the title page of which 
Raymond Poincare had written in 
his own hand and signed the text 
of a speech which he delivered at 
the opening of the Paris confer- 
ence. This is a sumptuous volume 
of 426 pages bound in green mo- 
rocco and decorated with opulent 
mosaics, 


According to Henraux, the Ger- 
mans had no sooner overthrown 
France in 1940 than they began a 
systematic robbery of private art 
collections, not merely in Paris 
but throughout the country. These 

ila of beauty were exhibited at 

museum of the Jeu de Paume, 
which Pa renamed “the 
Salon of Pillage.” Goering visited 
it 20. times to admire the art 
works and to make selections for 
me and particularly for him- 
self. 

When the time came to ship 
these art treasures to the Reich, 
the Germans packed each in a 
crate on which was stamped, with 
their usual methodical care, not 
merely the destination but the 
name of the owner from which 
the contents had been stolen, 

Markings Copied Down. 

Without the knowledge of the 
Germans, all these markings were 
scrupulously copied down by a 
young French woman, Mile. Rose 
Valland, whom the directors of 
the National museum had con- 
trived to keep in her job at the 
Jeu de Paume. Thus when Ger- 
many fell it was possible to de- 
termine accurately the where- 
abouts of many stolen articles and 
the identity of their proprietors. 
The volume of looted French art 
may be judged from the fact that 
on the day of the capital's libera- 
tion, soldiers of Gen, LeClero’s 
division intercepted at the Gare 
d’Aulnay-sous-Bois no fewer than 
51 railway vans loaded with 
treasures about to start for Ger- 
many under the protection of 8.8. 
Elite Guards.

He will return to China next 
month as chief of a liaison team 
of American Air Force officers 
assigned to four Chinese Air Force 
training schools near Chengtu, 
about 1200 miles west of Shanghai. 
The Chinese National Government 
has certified that accommodations 
exist for Col. Kaeppel’s wife and 
two sons ami he hopes that 
arrangements can be made for 
them to accompany him on his 
return in August.

While large parts of China are 
in the grip of famine, Col. Kaep- 
pel explained, Chengtu lies in a 
valley with a 2000-year-old irriga- 
tion system which has never failed.

FBI HEAD FEARS 
POTENTIAL CRIME 
ARMY OF 6,000,000 


WASHINGTON, July 6 (AP)— 
J. Edgar Hoover, director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
said today the nation “is facing a 
potential army of 6,000,000 crim- 
inals” and an “ever-increasing 
wave of.Jawlessness which is feed- 
ing the criminal ranks with a 
never-ending supply of recruits.” 

“Our homes and our _ lives,” 
Hoover said; “are daily threatened 
by this vast army. Law enforce- 
ment today is facing one of its 
most gigantic tasks. 

“The crime increase so far this 
year is even greater than the 12.4 
per cent increase recorded for 
1945. And every 20.1 seconds last 
per a serious crime was commit- 
ed; every 64 minutes someone 
was raped, feloniously assaulted 
or slain.” 

Hoover stressed that the “vast 
army” of criminals “is 10 times 
greater in number than the num- 
ber of students in our colleges and 
universities. And for every school 
teacher in America there are more 
than seven criminals.”

"Tomorrow Without Fe ear __ Bowles 
Sees U.S. With a Four Hundred 


Billion a Year Income by 1960s 


Former Economic Stabiliza- 
tion Director Points Out 
That Productive Capacity 
Has Doubled Every 20 
Years Since Civil War.

WASHINGTON, July 6. 


HESTER BOWLES, who resigned 
as Director of Economic Stabiliza- 
tion last week because Congress 
smashed the Administration’s emergency 
control machinery, has written a book 
with the now ironic title, ‘‘Tomorrow 
Without Fear,’’ to give his views of the 


American future. 
The present confusion and uncertainty 


about prices, profits and production should 
not lessen the long-range significance of 
Bowles’s vision of a prosperous America two 
decades hence when, he says, the present 
lower third of our population could have 
most of the necessities, comforts and lux- 
uries available in 1940 to the average family 
in the upper third. 

Since the Civil War this nation’s produc- 
tive capacity has doubled itself every 20 
years. Bowles projects this historical fact 
to the possible living standards in the late 
1960s, foreseeing a 30-hour work week and 
social security for all. 

This optimistic picture of a modern Utopia 
is presented with alluring details and pro- 
vocative arguments in an 88-oversized-page 
book published by Simon & Shuster. Cleverly 


illustrated with humanized charts and graphs,| 


it is as readable as a comic strip. In the 
paper cover edition it sells for one dollar, 


Based on Conclusions 


of Four Years in Office. 


The book was written while Bowles was 
still director of the Office of Price Adminis- 
” tration and reflects the opinions formed dur- 
ing four years in government service. 

It is definitely pro-labor, a fact that must 
be considered with the ambitions of the 45- 
year-old former advertising man to be elected 
to public office, either Governor of Connecti- 
cut or Senator from that state. President 
Truman gave the author a political boost 
when he said, in his letter accepting Bowles’s 
resignation, that he hoped he would ‘‘remain 
in public life as a champion of the principles 
of this Administration.” 


Since the book has the greatest appeal to 
the middle and lower income groups and 
since redistribution of income is generally a 
distasteful topic with persons in the upper 
brackets, many of his conclusions will be 
criticized. This will be easy for persons tak- 
ing some of his more startling statements 
from their context. 

By using a long-range view, Bowles avoids 
major difficulties, created by present con- 
troversies over price control, higher wages 
and better working conditions. 

He lays out many tasks for management 
executives and minimizes the responsibilities 
of organized labor leaders. Even after dis- 
counting these limitations, particularly that 
the book is something of a campaign docu- 
ment, the reader will get a rosy preview of 
things to come, His conclusions are likely 
to be affected by his own economic status. 

No other person has had Bowles’s oppor- 
tunity to watch from the inside how Ameri- 
cans, the American econdmy and the Ameri- 
can government met the stresses and strains 
of war. In addition to this unique experi- 
ence, he has the advantages of having been 
a millionaire business man before the war 
in a highly competitive field and of possess- 
ing a courageous, forward looking mind 
able to express itself in language the house- 
wife and the workingman can understand, 


For Using the Lessons 
of Depression and Wars. 


Bowles wants the lessons of the Great 
Depression and of World War II used to 
produce a prosperous nation. The problem, 
he writes, “is to find unifying forces in 
peace as powerful as those which in war 
made us a mighty and irresistible coalition.” 
The objective, he says, “‘must be the elim- 
ination of economic insecurity and of its 
Siamese twin, political insecurity.” 

The war, he points out, has made us a 
200-billion-dollar nation. The money is 
available in the hands of consumers and in- 
dustry to keep the present production ma- 
chine running at this record level for several 
years more, if the lid is not lifted from prices 
and if labor and management do not let im- 
mediate greed blind them to greater rewards 
both can get by co-operation. 

By the late 1960s, Bowles predicts, the 
American productive capacity will be capable 
of producing a 400-billion-dollar national in- 
come. If this comes to pass and there is a

more equitable distribution of this income— 
the key to Bowles’s calculations—the average 
family in lowest third of our population, 
which had an annual income of $527 in 
1940, would have $1355 in the late forties, 
and would be getting $3370 in the late six- 
ties, 

The middle third of our families which 
had an average of $1311 in 1940, would get 
$2830 in the late forties, and $6545 in the 
late sixties. 

The top third bracket, which had an aver- 
age of $3722 in 1940, would get $6290 in 
the late forties and $9915 in the late sixties. 
The average income of around $5000 a 
year for every person who works, Bowles 
asserts, “is wholly possible and even prob- 
able.” 


Everybody would share in a bigger pie, but 
the percentage increases to the lower and 
middle third would be taken from the top 
third. 

To those who say it is impossible to en- 
large the pie and cut new slices, Bowles 
points to doubling of our productive capacity 
every 20 years. 

“Now,” he writes, “there are some people 
who will say that anyone who even talks 
of such a thing as 400 billion dollars of 
annual output must be a crackpot. But is 
it visionary to believe that my generation can 
do what my father’s generation did before 
him, and what his father’s did before him, 
and what his father did earlier still? Is 
one a crackpot to believe that America is 
still as robust and vigorous, as ingenious 
and inventive, as ever? Is it really foolish 
to say these things, particularly at a time 
when we have just unlocked the secret of the 
atom? 


No Doubt of Production 
But of Ability to Use It. 


“For my part, I have not the slightest 
doubt that in the future our annual produc- 
tive capacity will not only equal but will far 
exceed 400 billion dollars. If there is any- 
thing that troubles me, it is not aur capacity 
to produce. That we know and have known 
throughout modern history. 


“What troubles me is that we may not 
succeed in learning how to use our productive 
capacity to raise our standard of living, to 
lighten the burden of toil for all our people, 
to harness the vast forces under our hand 
to serve the welfare of our entire nation.” 
There is a vast literature on the subject 
of how a nation’s productive capacity should 
be used, ranging from the revolutionary 


Communist and Socialist 
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only Barrier to Realization, 
He Claims, Will Be Our Un- 
willingness or Inability to 
Harness ‘Vast Forces Under 
Our Hand.’ 


Communist theories for a dictatorship for 
the proletariat based on production for use 
and not for profit and the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers’ viewpoint that only 
‘free enterprise’ with a minimum of gov- 
ernmental interference can efficiently do the 
job. 

In recent years the Post-Dispatch has pub- 
lished many articles on the subject, includ- 
ing “The Country’s Plight, What Can Be 
Done About It,” by Charles G, Ross, which 
won the Pulitzer prize for 1931, and lengthy 
reviews of the Brookings Institution’s mon- 
umental studies, “‘America’s Capacity to Pro- 
duce” and “America’s Capacity to Consume.” 
The Bowles book brings these studies and 
projections up to date. 


Approaches Are Rejected. 


The former Stabilization Director rejects 
the Communistic or Socialistic approach, ar- 
guing that without adequate income and 
profit incentives the sources of our economic 
vitality would dry up. But to the reactionary 
business men who long for the good old 
days, he points out that business men were in 
control of the government during the Hard- 
ing, Coolidge and Hoover administrations 
when huge profits choked the industrial ma- 
chine and brought on the great depression, 


Bowles would have the Federal Govern- 
ment plan for the Great Prosperity by re- 
moving the fear of another depression. This 
would be done by assuring a flow of pur- 
chasing power and by the revolving invest- 
ment of savings. When the industrial ma- 
chine shows signs of slowing down, Bowles 
would have the Federal and local govern- 
ments ready with funds to supplement the 
spending power which keeps the machine 
running on all cylinders. 


Spending, investing and planning are| 
Bowles’s resolution to the modern paradox of 
poverty in the midst of potential plenty. 

“While it’s true,” he writes, “‘that we dou- 
bled our national output every 20 years since 
the Civil War, it’s equally true that in four 
out of every five years we suffered from 
sizable unemployment. We kept see-sawing 
up and down, with roughly a year of real 
depression for every year of real boom, At 
the peak of the booms we made nearly full 
use of our resources of men and materials 
and plants. At the bottom of the depression 
we let nearly half of those resources lie idle. 


“Taking one year with another, we. pro- 
duced only about three quarters of the goods 
and services we were capable of producing. 
This meant men without jobs and business 
without customers. It also showed up in 
great lacks for millions of our people—lack 
of food, of health, of education, of housing, 
of recreation. This spelled poverty, insecur- 
ity, and denial of opportunities for at least 
a third of the nation.” 

What caused the Great Depression slate 
in 1929 and why did we have eight million 
unemployed workers in 1940? The obvious 
answer is that there were not enough dollars

the goods our economic machine was able to 
produce, 

Why were there not enough dollars in the 
hands of the potential consumers? Part of 
the answer, according to Bowles, is that the 
workers (who were the major consumers) 
did not get pay increases proportionate to 
their increased output. 


Output per Man-Hour 
Increased by 24 Per Cent. 


“Between 1923 and 1929,” he writes, ‘‘out- 
put per man-hour in the wanufacturing in- 
dustries increased by approximately one 
quarter—24 per cent to be exact. 


“On the other hand, the average hourly 
earnings of our millions of workers—the 
wagés paid out by industry—increased at no 
such rate. Over the same six-year period 
the increase in average hourly earnings was 
only 3% per cent! And what was true in 
manufacturing was equally true in related 
industries. In mining, the increase in out- 
put per man-hour was 27 per cent, while 
average hourly earnings decreased 10 per 
cent. In the new electric light and power 
industry, output per man-hour went up 39 
per cent, while average hourly earnings rose 
only 6 per cent.” 

Pointing out that the cost of living during 
those years remained roughly the same, 
Bowles recounts that very little of the fruits 
of increased production went to the millions 
of wage earners. 

' “Where then,” he asks, “did they go? The 
record on profits makes the answer clear. 
Between 1923 and 1929, while industrial 
production increased 25 per cent, corpora- 
tion profits before taxes in our manufactur- 
ing industries increased by 57 percent. For 
the railroads and for the utilities, the in- 
crease was even greater, coming to 59 and 
156 per cent respectively. 

“If our wage earners had received a high- 
er share of the growing national income to 
spend for additional goods and services, and 
if our stockholders had received a lesser

In Montana, third state in the union in 
size and fortieth in population, partisan 
alignments—as Wheeler himself says—are 
more nearly Pro-Wheeler and Anti-Wheeler 
than Democratic and Republican. There is 
a heavy defection from Wheeler, a nominal 
Democrat, in the Democratic party organi- 
zation, as a result of widespread complaints 
about his frequent differences with Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt. 


‘World Watching Montana 
for Way America Is Going.’ 


Leif Erickson, Wheeler’s sole opponent 
for the nomination, is saying in his speeches: 
“Wheeler is the recognized spokesman for 
those in the Senate and the nation who 
want to re-trace the course of isolationism. 
That is the No. 1 issue in this campaign. 
The people of the world are watching the 
result of the Montana primary for an indl- 
cation of which way Antérica is going to 
go.”’ 

Erickson is an avowed supporter of in- 
ternational co-operation and United Nations. 

Wheeler, running on his record and of- 
fering no special program or promises, has 
been on the defensive. To a considerable 
extent, his speeches have been answers, 
either direct or indirect, to pointed personal 
attacks by Erickson, 

He is seeking to spread the idea, without 
mentioning Erickson by name, that Erick- 
son’s support comes from Communists, 
pinks, fellow travelers and other radicals, 
Although Wheeler has accepted the issue 
of isolationism, as shown by the public at- 
tention he has been giving it, he told the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent: “The real 
issue is whether we are going to let the 
Political Action Committee and Sidney Hill- 
man run Montana.” 

There is no PAC, as such, in Montana, 
but many of the elements of PAC are rep- 
resented here and they are backing Erick- 
son. Nationally, PAC is opposing Wheeler. 


Both Are Speaking Almost 
Daily in All Parts of State. 


Both Wheeler and Erickson have been 
devoting the final weeks of the campaign 
to almost daily speeches in every part of 
the big state. Wheeler has snubbed a series 
of district meetings for all primary candi- 
dates, arranged by the largely anti-Wheeler 
Democratic State Committee, Erickson, also 
an experienced campaigner, is attending all 
of these, 

In the opinion of some Montanans, this 
is the fight of Wheeler’s long political life. 


CIO Union’s Health Institute an Experiment in Co-operative Medicine

HILE the Wagner-Murray-Dingell 
bill with its medical care provisions 
lies fallow, one of the St. Louis 
the CIO is 
busily occupied in demonstrating what 
might be accomplished by way of develop- 
ing comprehensive health programs for 
low-income groups. 

Its mechanism is the Labor Health 
Institute, a non-profit organization incor- 
porated by the CIO Wholesale, Retail and 
Department Store Union. In less than a 
year the institute has enrolled nearly 3500 
members, about half of the union’s mem- 
bership in the metropolitan area. 

Encouraged by this rapid initial growth, 
the institute staff and supporters envisage 
the time when they may make its services 
available to. all organized labor nearby. 
This aspiration is not an idle dream; it is 
fortified by numerous inquiries from other 
unions and from firms not in contractual 
relationship with the union on the type of 
service offered. 

The idea of establishing the institute 
came from union initiative. Its affairs,

local unions affiliated with 


however, are supervised by a board of 


| 


trustees composed of representatives of 
both labor and management. Medical 
policies are determined exclusively by the 
medical director, Dr. Elmer Richman. Har- 
old J. Gibbons, an international officer of 
the wholesale and retail union, is president 
of the organization. 

The general reasoning behind the insti- 
tute is that employe good health is essen- 
tial equally to workers and to the indus- 
try they serve. Because Dr. Richman, Gib- 
bons and his fellow union officers believe 
that good health as such—prevention of ill- 
ness and breakdown through periodic med- 
ical examination—has rarely excited medi- 
cal men and patients, they regard a new 
and fresh attitude toward health as some- 
thing highly to be desired.. They consider 
the doctor’s function is to keep people well, 
just as the service station man lubricates 
the automobile, by prescribing proper diet, 
exercise and other elements making for 
healthy individuals, 

Their plan is predicated on eight basic 
principles: complete care, health care, sick 
care, group medical practice, qualified pro- 
fessional supervision, democratic control 
and .membership representation, budgeting 
for health, and adequate facilities, Taken 


together, these constitute the elements of 


a comprehensive design analogous to the 
one contemplated in the dormant Wagner- 
Murray-Dingell bill. 

The institute is settled in modern, spa- 
cious accommodations in downtown St. Louis. 
This Medical Center, as it is called, occupies 


a complete floor of an office building which 
also houses the wholesale and retail union’s 
local headquarters. The facilities consist of 
several medical examination and treatment 
rooms, dental quarters, X-ray and fluoroscope 
equipment, laboratories, a drug dispensary, 
administrative offices and a well-designed, 
amply illuminated waiting room. 


At the center a full staff of 18 physicians, 
including specialists in the major branches 
of medicine and surgery, are available reg- 
ularly. Others are on call for special ap- 
pointments. On the staff also are trained 
nurses, technicians, medical secretaries and 
a social worker. The last named staff mem- 
ber is considered eminently important be- 
cause the institute stresses the relation of 
the individual and his health to his en- 
vironment and the community. It is the 
social worker who is responsible for ob- 
serving that this 1elationship is practiced at 
a level conducive to good health. 


Institute members get their medical care 


at no cost to themselves. The benefits in- 
clude medical, surgical and hospital care as 
indicated. Exceptions to the rule are drugs 
which are sold by the dispensary at less 
than the customary. prices and care for 
chronic illnesses which require institution- 
alization in special hospitals for incurables. 

Medical care at the Center is practiced 
by the group method. This means that 
members are assigned to general physicians 
who act in the capacity of personal doctors 
and refer them to specialists for consulta- 
tion. It is team medicine, based on the 
belief that medicine practiced co-operatively 
can service more patients more efficiently 
than when doctors practice individually. All 
staff members, however, are encouraged 
also to retain private practices of their 
own, 

For their services at. the institute staff 
doctors are paid fixed salaries which vary 
according to the individual, All agree 
that the method is a wholly satisfactory 
form of compensation, 

The cost of this care is borne by the em- 
ployer. His contract with the union suc- 
cessfully negotiates the provision, specifies 
the employer will pay a sum equal to 3% 
per cent of the employe’s wages into

Montana which Burton K, Wheeler is trying to keep for a fifth term. If 
Wheeler, outstanding among the old isolationists and still a skeptic about Great 
Britain, Russia and other foreign nations, is renominated on the Democratic 
ticket in the primary July 16, it will almost certainly. be with the help of Repub- 
lican voters casting Democratic ballots. 


Wheeler laughs at this. He says the tough- 
est time he ever had was in November, 1928. 
It is significant, however, that Wheeler 
came back from Washington much earlier 
than usual and undertook: what must be @ 
gruelling round ‘or a man of his age, 64. 
To gain his fourth term, six years ago, he 
returned to Montana only long enough to 
vote in the primary and general election, 


This year some of his friends and advis- 
ers made it plain that they were concerned 
over the onslaught made by Erickson. They 
are hopeful now that Wheeler’s undoubted~ 
political charm will save the day. 


The Missouri Valley Authority, concern- 
ing which there are lively differences of 
opinion in this robust state of the Missouri’s 
headwaters, started out to be a big issue, 
but has been soft-pedaled by both sides. ‘ 
Wheeler Declares. the MVA ; 

Dead, Can’t Pass Congress. ' 


Wheeler asserts the MVA idea is dead 
and cannot pass Congress. Nevertheless, in 
his formal campaign opening, he alluded 
by implication to MVA, He expressed his 
opposition to the use of “Montana water for 
navigation and flood control for the bene 
fit of St. Louis, Kansas City and New Ore 
leans,” and he took a crack at “misinformed — 
politicians who have played into the hands 
of the great metropolitan Chambers of Com- 
merce at the lower end of the Missouri 
river.” He also contrasted the federal pro- 
vision and maintenance of downstream 
waterways for barge operators with the 
taxes paid to Montana by its railroads. 


Erickson, still chairman of the virtually 
defunct, year-old Regional Committee for 
MVA, has changed his mind about MVA as 
an issue, but he has talked about it in some 
addresses, At Butte, headquarters of Mone 
tana Power Co., an Electric Bond & Share 
Co. unit, he charged that, while Wheeler 
had supported the Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity, he was against MVA because the power 
company opposed it, Wheeler has attacked 
MVA in the past. 

In some of his talks, Erickson has ques- 
tioned the value to Montana of the huge 
Fort Peck reservoir.

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Why Men Join Unions 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
~ We hear a great deal of controversy 
in these times over the merits and abuses 
of labor organizations in calling strikes, 
but most of the critics have never been 
ena in the position of needing the 
nefits of collective bargaining. 

I have been a member of a labor 
union only since my return from four 
years’ active duty in the armed forces, 
Before entering service I held a respons- 
ible position with a large company, with 
15 years’ experience in my work. At the 
time I was called, I was told no one 
would be deferred, inasmuch as it was 
not the company’s policy, even though I 
was married with my wife working and 
a dependent widowed mother to take 
care of, and my work was vital to the 
war effort. 

As soon as I left, another employe, 
who was the son of an official of a 
friendly connection and about eight 
years younger than I and perfectly 
healthy, -with only one and one-half 
years’ experience in the work, stepped 


into my job and was immediately de-- 


ferred, sitting out the war in it. 

While I received three letters from 
officials of this company telling me of 
the fine work I had done and to hurry 
back as soon as the war was over, four 
years made quite a difference. A writ- 
ten inquiry about my job as soon as the 
war was over brought the vague prom- 
ise that they would aee if they could 
find a place for me if my old customers 
wanted me back. It is true I could have 
demanded my job back under the GI 
Bill of Rights, but that would only lead 
to further difficulties later on. Instead, 
I went into a different line of work 
where I could join a labor union to pro- 
tect my rights. | 

So let's don't be too critical of the 
labor unions. Most of their members 
were forced to join the unions to protect 
themselves from such injustices.

Why the British Loan? 


It is no exaggeration to say that sentiment 
building up in the House against the loan to 
England is a threat to peace. The loan is essen- 
tial to the economic well-being of the world. 
Without it, the nations will be plunged again 
into the trade wars that led to the catastrophic 
war just ended, as commercial war always leads 
to military war unless its causes are removed. 

The Southern Bourbons and Northern big-city 
Democrats who are ganging up against the loan 
have changed their position without regard to 
the world issues involved in the loan, as Stewart 
Alsop explained in his column from Washington. 
They believe most of their constituents are 
against it, and so, whether the opposition is 
based on non-information or misinformation or 
simply on a primitive prejudice against lending 
money to foreigners, they are against it, too. 


A Picayune Argument 


The primitive approach could hardly be more 
crudely exemplified than it is in a mimeo- 
graphed letter from Representative Schwabe of 
the Missouri Second District to his constituents; 
Mr. Schwabe breaks the loan down on a pro 
rata basis and figures the district’s share as 
$7,922,092. Then he breaks it down still fur- 
ther into pro ratas for the 15 counties in the 
district, and observes that Boone County needs 
a hospital and that with its “share” of the 
British loan it could build 13 hospitals. He 
estimates how much the aged and veterans 
would receive if the money were doled out to 
them instead of lent to Britain, and asserts 
that “I could go on indefinitely citing purposes 
more worthy than those for which foreign loans 
are desired.” 

Mr, Schwabe could do nothing of the kind. 
He is asking his constituents to believe the most 
arrant pap, and he pays them no compliment in 
expecting them to swallow it. Boone County 
will be better off, the aged and the veterans 
will be better off, the United States of America, 
including Mr. Schwabe, will be better off if the 
foreign trade of this country can prosper and 
the world can stay at peace. It is to achieve 
precisely those objectives that the loan to 


Britain is proposed. 


To Stave Off British Autarchy 


The reason why is not hard to understand. 
Britain is hard up; she has virtually bankrupted 
herself by throwing all her resources into the 
war, and she has come out of it with a stagger- 
ing debt and a shattered trade. She owes India 
and countries of the Middle East 16 billion dol- 
lars, which, in addition to being a burden on 
her, makes them hard up. 

Without funds, Britain cannot be a good cus- 
tomer of ours. She cannot pay the Middle 
Eastern countries and India, and they cannot be 
good customers of ours. She will have to con- 
tinue to restrict trade between sterling countries 


and the United States, set up a tight little em- 
pire autarchy, limit her imports hardily and 
import only on a virtual barter basis. 

That would be war, economic war, Other na- 
tions would have to fight back, in order not to 
be edged into a position of earning too little and 
having to spend too much—perhaps even of 
having to spend more than they earned. 

The loan from the United. States will enable 
Britain to choose a better course than economic 
war, and will pledge her to do so. Britain 
agrees to stop restricting United States trade 
with the sterling countries, to begin negotia- 
tions for reduction of the debt to India and 
other nations, and to remove or reduce barriers 
to trade such as tariffs, quotas and cartels. 
Britain will participate in the International 
Stabilization Fund and World Bank designed at 
Bretton Woods, but without the loan she could 
not do so, 

As Fred M. Vinson said when he was Secre- 
tary of the Treasury: “Every section of this 
country, every sector of our economy depends 
in part on world trade. This (financial agree- 
ment) means more exports for our farmers and 
manufacturers, more jobs for our workers and 
a higher income for all our people.” 


‘America’s Own Stake 


It means, as Mr. Alsop pointed out, markets 
for cotton and tobacco of the Southerners whose 
Representatives are opposing it. It means, as 
Mr. Schwabe neglected to point out, or appar- 
ently to understand, money in the pockets of 
Missourians. The Second District might even- 
tually be the loser even if it received as an out- 
right gift the nearly $8,000,000 which Mr. 
Schwabe says is its “share” of the British loan. 
It might suffer many times $8,000,000 loss in 
business and employment and in the wasted 
talents of its people if shrinking foreign trade 
and worldwide economic war clamped down de- 
pression once more as in the Terrible Thirties. 
It can well afford to have the United States use 
the money, instead, in a loan which will be an 
influence toward averting depression and war 


~ and promoting prosperity and peace. 


It was little more than two weeks ago that 
Speaker Rayburn predicted the bill would “pass 
the House by a comfortable majority.” Mean- 
while many Northern and Southern Democrats 
have decided that no matter what a vote for 
the loan would do in behalf of the world’s well- 
being, a vote against it will do more to perpetu- 
ate them in office. Administration leaders esti- 
mate they are 60 to 70 votes short of enough to 
pass the bill, Sentiment in the House has 
changed rapidly since the Senate approved the 
loan. It can be changed back just as rapidly if 
constituents will let it be known that they 
understand the issues involved in the loan to 
Britain and expect their representatives to act 
as though they understood, too. 
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May Should Be Impeached 


The shabby, greedy story of Congressman 
Andrew Jackson May’s personal stake in the 
unconscionable wartime profiteering of the Erie 
Basin Metal Products Co, and its interlocking 
corporations swiftly unfolds. Before the Sen- 
ate War Investigating Committee, an agent of 
the General Accounting Office has testified 
that “A. J. May of Prestonburg, Ky.,” cashed a 
check for more than $3000 made out to the 
Cumberland Lumber Co., one of Erie Basin 
Metal's subsidiaries. This check was in excess 
of advances made to the firm for boxing ma- 
terials, none of which,'so far as the record 
shows, was ever delivered. 

Is it any wonder that May, who had already 
distinguished himself as the servile instrument 
of the coal companies and the utility corpora- 
tions, in 1943 was found hounding Robert P. 
Patterson, then Under Secretary of War and 
now head of the War Department; Maj. Gen. 
Levin H. Campbell, chief of Army Ordnance, 
and a host of lower-ranking officers for con- 
tracts for the newly spawned companies that 
were rewarding him so handsomely? His efforts 
were so successful that the companies were 
awarded war contracts totaling $78,000,000, out 
of which individual members of the combine 
received salaries totaling as high as $505,000. 

Not content with this rich harvest, May went 
further and bludgeoned Army officers into giv- 
ing the Erie Basin companies the Army E for 
“Excellence,” so cheapening this war-plant mo- 
rale award that it “didn’t amount to much after 
that” in the Chicago ordnance district. 

The record of this nauseating episode is not 
yet complete, The Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion is still probing in the dark corners, and 
May himself has yet to testify before the Senate 
Committee. 

But the record is already more than sufficient 
to show that Andrew Jackson May is unfit to sit 
in Congress. He should resign or be impeached. 
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Behind the Polish Terrorism 


The.“bloodiest postwar pogrom” at Kielce is 
the crescendo—thus far—of political unrest and 
civil chaos in which the pitiful remnant of Po- 
land's Jews is caught. 

The Jews of Poland were wracked by bloody 
pogroms before the Nazi invasion. During the 
occupation, the Germans killed more than 2,000,- 
000 of them and tens of thousands fled the coun- 
try. The prewar Jewish population of 3,500,000 
was 800,000 at the close of the war. 

Now terrorism is rampant in Poland because 
the Government is an unpopular one enforced 
by the heavy hand of Moscow; and the majority 
political group, the Polish Peasant party of 
Vice Premier Mikolajczyk, is suppressed by the 
ruling clique, its majority denied by fraud in 


the elections just held. The reactionary former | 


Government-in-exile which functioned from 
London is trying to capitalize on the disorder in 
Poland in its own behalf. 

The result is the slaughter of thousands of 
politicians, Jews and peasants. The underground 
known as the National Armed Forces—the NSZ 
~is the core of the terrorist activity, and in 
addition there are many bands of out-and-out 
thugs roaming the country. The NSZ, said to 
number 50,000 or more, and opposed to the 
Moscow-run Warsaw Government, is pro-Fascist 
and anti-Semitic, 

Though whole towns and villages already have 


been wiped out, the violence in Poland is bound 
to get worse. The Government’s reported de- 
cision to hold the parliamentary elections in 
September or October precipitates the show- 
down of which the elections just held were 
merely a preliminary test. The Warsaw Gov- 
ernment apparently is confident that it can con- 
duct a rigged election this fall and get away 
with it. The reaction of the opposition will in- 
evitably be violence, and more of it. 

The one hope for Poland’s Jews, and for 
Poland itself, is a free and representative gov- 
ernment, which can command the loyalty of the 
people and therefore maintain order. 
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Public Censor No. 1 


A sequence from Walt Disney’s new animated 
cartoon, “Make Mine Music,” has been banned 
in London; and while the weather is rather 
warm for viewing with alarm, it ought to be 
pointed out that this poses a British threat to 
a point of American pre-eminence. 

For some years now, Boston has been the 
world capital of censorship. In the minuteness 
of the grounds on which it would lay down the 
ban, in the technique of the labored prescription, 
Boston recognized neither superior nor peer. 

Will it stand idly by while its supremacy is 
challenged at its very foundation? Not if Boston 
squeamishness has not become decadent, it 
won't. And just by way of encouragement, 
sotto voce and aside: There’s some pretty hot 
stuff in Mother Goose. 
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Dominion for the Atom 


A limited international answer to an unlim- 
ited international danger is the core of the am- 
plified atomic control plan put before UN by 
America Friday. It is the only conceivable an- 
swer to the atom’s splash of destruction. 

Complete international control of fissionable 
materials, their mining and initial processing, is 
fundamental in the State Department’s Acheson- 
Lilienthal report, in its later addenda presented 
to UN by Bernard Baruch, in the new amplifica- 
tion and in all American thinking about the 
atom, Anything less than that would permit 
national interference, a possibility with a threat- 
ening residue. 

Soviet Russia’s alternative proposal is not the 
irresponsibly dangerous suggestion which some 
critics have made it out to be, but it is danger- 
ous by its omissions. It offers little but dis- 
cussion of enforcement against misuse of the 
atom. Its protection of the great-power veto is 
largely immaterial, since any power could wreck 
atomic supervision if it wanted to. Its demand 
for speedy abandonment of atomic weapons is 
reasonable, but only up to the point of full as- 
surance that they cannot be produced again. 

An entirely new agency of international con- 
trol is the price the world must pay for creating 
the means of obliteration. However jealously 
the peoples look upon their nationalism, the 
atom bomb owes nothing to frontiers. The bomb 
has, as Gen. Arnold said, exposed the whole of 
civilization. 

Hiroshima, Nagasaki and Bikini were only par- 
tial tests of nuclear explosion. But they were 
enough to expose the weakness of atomic su- 
pervision by compact without enforcement, with- 
out complete international dominion over the 
source and use of atomic power, The United 
States, the nation with the bomb, has become 
the nation with the plan, and the only plan that 
promises security for the world. 


“River of Years,” by Joseph Fort Newton. (J. B. 

Lippincott Co., Philadelphia. ) 

The turbulent stream of the Rev. Dr. 
Newton's life, which began 70 years ago in 
Texas, has carried him to pastorates in 
London and the Midwestern and Eastern 
sections of the United States. He was as- 
sociate pastor of the old Non-Sectarian 
Church of St. Louis, Lindell boulevard and 
Vandeventer avenue, from 1898 to 1902, 
and from 1982 to 1944 wrote a daily column 
on religion for the Post-Dispatch. 

For several decades, his vital force has 
flowed along with other lives of religious 
power. The remarkable quality of his au- 
toblography is that spiritual undercurrents 
are felt only from the energy of his en- 
thusiasms for great, good persons who 
may be poles apart in their formal profes- 


sions of faith. 
* « “ 


St. Louisans may take particular interest 
in the book’s tributes to such men as 
Bishop William Scarlett and the author's 
special friend, William Marion Reedy, 
whose Mirror published Dr. Newton's 
anonymous early writings before Reedy 
started contributing to publications edited 
by the preacher. The general reader can- 
not fail to be impressed by the catholicity 
of the author’s zest for people. 

Nominally a Protestant and trained as a 
Baptist, he is impatient with sectarianism 
and denominationalism. He stresses the 
spiritual worth of Father Coffey of S&t. 
Louis, who broke up a violent street car 
strike near Union Station by the mere ad- 
monition to*a mob to go home. 

He pays tribute to Father McErlane of 
St. Louis, Cardinal Gibbons of Baltimore 
and the unknown Irish Catholic woman of 
racy wit in Michigan who wrote to him 
regularly for eight years trying to convert 
him to her faith. His eulogy of the Cath- 
Olic G. K, Chesterton for wit, strength of 
intellect and faith in God sparkles with 
sincerity. 

* * * 

Excerpts from his diary show the earnest- 
ness of his desire for church unity and his 
admiration for the Rev. Dr, Henry Sloane 
Coffin, a leader in the movement for unifi- 
cation. But the book is preoccupied with 
the author’s outer rather than his inner 
life. His contacts with famous persons and 
his opinions of them are tensely and pun- 
gently related. 

The vignettes are not always favorable 
—or penetrating. John Dewey, educator, is 
a “farmer-like man, good to know, but the 
most over-rated thinker of my generation.” 
Bernard Shaw “has shot his bolt and 
missed the mark.” 

The writing, anecdotal in style, is urbane 
but not worldly. Life of the spirit per- 
meates it; yet there is always an implicit 
reticence. The reader cannot help wish- 
ing for publication of Dr. Newton's diary 
in full in order to give depth to impres- 
sions of the man derived from this book,

Even ee 
possessing a genuine talent for writing, 
author owes much (and in consequence so 
does the reader) to the unique humor of 
the Frenchmen of whom she writes.

The above conditions, Hansen 
emphasized, represent a maximum 
hope—and assume that it ‘will be 
possible to stabilize wages and 
prices finally on a higher plane. 
It is, however, a serious question 
whether such a stabilization will 
be possible, he said. . 

Perhaps more likely, Hansen 
said, will be a deflation following 
the inflation, as predicted by 
Chester Bowles, retiring Stabiliza- 
tion Director. Deflation is an- 
other word for depression—with 
closed factories, unemployment 
and hunger. 

Greatest Long-Range Danger. 

Because of the great production 
capacity of America, he said the 
greatest long-range danger of our 
economy is inadequate markets. 
When production outruns the abil- 
ity of the American people to buy, 
depression is the result. 

The present backlog of savings 
of the American people, Hansen 
said, is the best possible cushion 

inst future over-production, 
Unfortunately, the inflation into 
which we now are heading will 
wipe out those savings quickly. 
After they are gone, the purchas- 
ing power will not be there when 
it is needed most—after industry 
reaches a maximum peacetime 
production level, 

Holding wages and prices at an 
sineemly high level then, with- 
out deflation and depression, will 
be doubly difficult, Hansen said. 

The Post-Dispatch interview 
with Hansen was by telephone to 
his Cambridge, Mass., home, He 
pointed out that in an article he 
had written for the current issue 
of the Yale Review he had stated 
that only by a deflationary depres- 
sion end widespread unemploy- 
ment can prices and wages be 
forced down again, once they have 
risen to abnormally high levels, 
Even then, he said, they may not 
return to former levels. 

After World War I. 

He pointed to the series of 
events following World War I, 
when we had inflation and depres- 
sion, but prices did not drop to 
former levels.

Keeping the wage-price struc- 
ture of the economy in control, 
the key to avoiding inflation, is a 
task that can be accomplished best 
by the use of direct, specific price 
controls of an OPA type, Hansen 
said, This is true, he said, because 
scarcities of goods are concentra- 
ted in a relatively few areas, 
notably automobiles, clothing and 
housing. In such a situation, over- 
all measures, such as manipulation 
of Government fiscal policies and 
regulation of the volume of cur- 
rency in circulation alone cannot 
be effective, he said. 

“If,” he said, “aggregate demand 
were reduced by monetary, fiscal 
and other over-all measures to a 
point at which the demand for 
automobiles and houses, for ex- 
ample, could be matched by sup- 
ply, we should have to produce a 
gigantic deflation and reduce em- 
ployment to a level perhaps as 
low as that of 1933 or even lower.”

This would be followed by) 
new problems of “displaced labor” 
and “reconversion of industry”

Meanwhile, he added, as prices 
boom upward, groups that are un- 
organized and unable to force 
their incomés up to meet the new 
prices will be pinched unjustly. 
There is no justice and no fairness 
in the way the burdeng of infla- 
tion are shouldered by groups in 
the economy, he said. A few 
profiteers will reap a harvest, 
while those with fixed incomes will 
suffer, 

Organized labor, he said, will 
meet high prices in food and 
clothing by “more labor unrest, 
new strikes and demands for in- 
creased wages ... Union officials 
will be confronted with a difficult 
problem of membership  disci- 
pline.” 

Hansen predicted that “a labor 
upheaval of oe propor- 
tions would certainly be under 
way by early 1947, when new wage 
contracts will again be up for con- 
sideration,” and said that “many 
employers might find it difficult 
to continue to operate under col- 
lective bargaining agreements out- 
moded by large increases in the 
cost of living. 

“This would, indeed,” Hansen 
said, “put those business leaders 
who had clamored for crippling 
OPA amendments on the spot.” 


53 PCT. OF GERMANS 
IN U.S. SECTOR BACK 
UP HITLER’S IDEAS 


They Think Plans Good but 
Execution Poor, Public 
Opinion Survey Shows. 


BERLIN, July 6 (INS)—Fifty- 
three per cent of the Germans in 
the American sector of Berlin still 
think Hitler’s ideas were good but 
that he carried them out badly. 

Only 37 per cent think Hitlerism 
was a bad idea, and 10 per cent 
have no opinion, 

These are the results of public 
opinion surveys, a poll conducted 
by American Military Government. 

The Germans interviewed were 
picked at random and their names 
withheld. Most of the interview- 
ers were German college students. 

The persons interviewed knew 
that the questions came from 
American authorities, This leads 
observers to conclude that the 
number of Germans who think 
Hitler’s ideas were good but mere- 
ly badly executed probably is con- 
siderably higher than the 53 per 
cent who were willing to put their 
opinion on record.

HATEVER government In- 

dia eventually has, the atti- 

tude of the monarchy of Hy- 
derabad-—ruled by the reputedly 
richest man in the world — un- 
doubtedly will be governed by its 
desires for access to the sea and 
return of ceded territories, 
The Moslem rulers of India’s 
largest and most powerful prince- 
ly state, governing a predominant- 
ly Hindu population of more than 
16,000,000, are watchfully waiting 
as India struggles for independ- 
ence. 

High officials and political ob- 
servers in Hyderabad indicate 
there are three possible courses 
of action, depending upon devel- 
opments: 

1. If India forms a federation 
of states, Hyderabad would be 
likely to join. 

2. If India is partitioned into 
Moslem and Hindu nations, then 
Hyderabad likely would demand 
independent status, return of her 
one-time province of Berar — 
ceded many years ago for debt 
owed the British Government— 
and a corridor to the sea, or at 
least a free port, 

3. Should civil war break out, 
Hyderabad’ well-armed 20,000 or 
25,000 soldiers, including many 
veterans of World War Ii, 
would be called upon to defend 
the state and possibly to back 
up the port demand. 


Young Hotheads. 

Some younger Moslems have 
declared that Hyderabad should, 
in the event of Indian disunion, 
rule by the sword as their all- 
conquering forebears did 700 years 
ago—but the more sober leaders 
discount this as “youthful enthu- 
siasm.”

Agreement on a peace treaty for 
Italy is incomparably less im- 
portant than agreement on a solu- 
tion of the basic German-Austrian 
problem. Those who have watched 
the singular events of this singu- 
lar diplomatic gathering have lit- 
tle hope of a solution of the Ger- 
man-Austrian problem for a long 
time to come. 

In the first place, there is the 
simple, practical question of how 
such a solution is to be negotiated. 
The problems dealt with to date 
are infinitely less complex than 
those which will present them- 
selves instantly in any discussion 
of a German-Austrian settlement. 
The imagination boggles at the 
opportunities for haggling and de- 
lay which Soviet Foreign Minister 
Molotov will then discover, 

It cannot be too often empha- 
sized that this passiodn of Molotov’s 
for haggling probably derives as 
much from national habit as from 
the settled Russian policy of 
“dragging the feet” in making the 
European peace. The whole ex- 
perience of bargaining with the 
Russians from Potsdam onward 
confirms the comparison of Molo- 
tov’s diplomatic methods with 
those of a Chinese shopkeeper, 
who never mentions his real price 
until the customer has walked out 
of the shop. 

Example of Potsdam. 

At Potsdam, for example, it can 
now be stated that final agreement 
was reached only by the expedient 
of a message from President Tru- 
man and Secretary of State Byrnes 
to Generalissimo Stalin and Molo- 
tov that they were leaving the next 
morning. At Moscow signs of on- 
coming departure had to be ex- 
hibited in order to produce agree- 
ment. And even as the protocol 
was being signed, Molotov asked 
Byrnes whether he had not “in 
his pocket” another American pro- 
posal more agreeable to the 
Soviets on one of the points. This 
led Foreign Minister Bevin to in- 
quire sharply whether Molotov did 
not “have in his pocket” a Soviet 
proposal on Iran. 

At the previous Paris meeting, 

Byrnes had to send for the 
“Sacred Cow,” the President's air- 
plane, before the Soviet attitude 
softened, 
At the present meeting Byrnes 
has substituted for the departure 
maneuver the adoption of a stony 
and determined front, which also 
produced results in the last stages 
of negotiation, 

The whole parallel, indeed, is 
ridiculously exact. Anyone who 
has ever driven a bargain in China 
knows the value of the walkout. 
He knows also the neytral by- 
stander who makes it easier for 
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PARIS. 


OMETHING vaguely resembling Big Four agreement on the 
Italian and Eastern European peace treaties has at last been 


a big one, The Eastern European 


treaties are meaningless so long as the Soviet occupation continues, 
and this can be terminated only by a treaty for Austria, 


the shopkeeper to change his mind 
by pleading with him to be gen- 
erous, This role, in the present 
instance, has been played by, with 
valuable results, French Foreign 
Minister and President Georges 
Bidault. 

Since it has taken from Sep- 
tember to July to achieve the little 
which has been achieved by these 
bargaining methods, it would be 
natural for negotiation of a Ger- 
man-Austrian settlement to con- 
sume a couple of years.

This 
seems likely to prevent agreement 
among France, Britain and the 
United States, which means that 
the Western Powers will for the 
first time fail to offer a relatively 
united front to the Soviets, 

Reversal in Soviet Zone. 

Then, too, Soviet policy toward 
Germany appears to be unsettled. 
Reports from the Soviet zone indi- 
cate there has been a sharp re- 
versa] of tactics there. A marked 
display of generosity is being 
shown to the Germans, which 
must be aimed toward making the 
Soviet zone a strong base for a 
German Communist party. 

But this evidence, suggesting 
that Moscow wants a powerful, 
communized Germany, is contra- 
dicted by French, British and 
American observers in Moscow. 
The Moscow observers agree that 
Stalin has decided in favor of a 
weak Germany, on the ground 
that the ,German Communist 
party, controlling a strong, mod- 
ern state, ultimately would swal- 
low the Russian Communist 
party. 

Furthermore, no one believes 
that the Soviets will consent to 
withdrawing their troops from 
Austria, since this would end the 
pretext that their troops in Ro- 
mania and Hungary are there to 
guard the line of communications. 

In short, it is optimistic to hope 
that the general European settle- 
ment which the whole world so 
desperately needs will be attained 
in any reasonable space of time. 
We may have a peace conference, 
but we shal] not have peace. 

There is nothing much that can 
be done about it, except to plug 
away at peace-making and to 
maintain the maximum unity of 
the West—as was done by Bevin 
at this meeting, when he reversed 
the Cabinet and joined Byrnes in 
insisting on United Nations ad- 
ministration of Trieste. More 
united plugging is not the best 
method but it is the only one 
possible.

By WILLIAM D, HORGAN 
NEW YORK, July 6 (AP) 
HE long upward spiral in the 
T cost of living will reach its 
crest within a year, possibly 
as soon as the end of 1946, Dr. 
Julius Hirsch, noted economist 
and price expert, predicted today. 

“Higher prices must be expect- 
ed in the immediate future,” Dr. 
Hirsch declared, “A runaway in- 
flation in this country, though, 
is out of the question. 

“T doubt that costs for the man 
in the street will increase by as 
much as many authorities claim. 
Some farm and industrial prices 
will probably advance more than 
those at retail consumer level, 

“Relaxation of price controls at 
the appropriate time is an inevi- 
table postwar necessity. 

“T should have preferred a well 
planned, not too long period of 
transition, rather than the abrupt 
changeover which occurred a week 
ago. 

Flurry to Level Off, He Says. 

“The present flurry should level 
off, prices already established in 
black markets will probably de- 
cline although not to the previous 
ceilings. 

“OPA did a splendid job during 
the war years, But it has per- 
haps clung too rigidly to inelastic 
methods and formulas.” 

Dr. Hirsch, short, stout and 
jovial, brushed impatiently at an 
unruly lock of iron-gray hair as 
he spoke. He answered questions 
carefully and precisely, gave the 
impression that he took into con- 
sideration every factor before he 
replied. 

He had the professional econo- 
mist’s aversion to startling con- 
clusions or one-sided arguments. 

How much higher did he expect 
prices to rise this year? 

“Well, not quite so high as 
Chester Bowles has said, 

“There are signs that some 
items have already passed their 
peaks,” he replied. 

“Nylon stockings, for instance. 
About seven months ago they were 
priced around $8 a pair in the 
black market, Now production is 
starting to get in balance with 
demand, The price has dropped 
to $1.50 or less. 

“The trend in prices for foods 
will hinge on the fall crop and 
on our overseas commitments. 

“Crop prospects are favorable 
now but demand for export and 
relief will continue for a time, 

“We may be able to reduce ex: 
ports of foods which we need if 
Europe and the Far East can be 
taught to help themselves more 
than at present. I believe we may 
export less during the current 
year than is now anticipated. 

Expects More Meat, 

“Meat should be relatively plen- 
tiful this fall but it may become 
scarcer from next spring on. De- 
mand will be as great as ever and 
higher prices might well result. 

“Output of manufactured goods, 
from household appliances to chil- 
dren's clothes, will steadily mount, 

“The immense productive capac- 
ity of this nation, and the forces 
of competition, are insurmountable 
barriers to prices going sky high.” 

What factors are now at work 
against sharp increases in the cost 
of living?

The negotiation of this treaty 
has, however, a direct bearing 
upon British policy in Palestine.

Until Color Sets Are Perfected|@ 


N.B.C. Favors Black-and-White Now—Says 


Electronic System

WIDE cleavage of opinion exists today between the National 
A sreeccasting Co. and the Columbia Broadcasting System on the 

merits of black-and-white as compared to color television. For 
N.B.C. it is monochrome now, with operations to start next autumn. 
Columbia urges adoption of its color telecasting developments even 
if expensive delay pending perfection is the penalty.. 


While N.B.C. executives do not 
concede that television color tech- 
nique has reached a practical 
stage, they assert freely they 
would not favor its general use 
now because of increased costs 
involved in broadcasting, trans- 
mission and the manufacture of 
suitable receivers. These costs, 
they contend, would make the 
price of sets prohibitive to a large 
section of the population and 


would eliminate all but big ad- 
vertisers as program sponsors, 

On the other hand, C.B.S, insists 
the increased cost would amount 
to only from 15 to 25 per cent 
at the beginning (as against the 
N.B.C., estimate of double or more), 
and that this increase would 
eventually be absorbed by volume 
production. Interest stimulated by 
color reception would result in 
wider sale of sets, C.B.S. thinks, 
with subsequent benefits to both 
advertiser and broadcaster. 

These opposing views reflect the 
bitter contest in which the two 
networks are engaged. Spokesmen 
for the competing chains do not 
attribute base motives to their 
rivals, but an undercurrent of in- 
dignation, approaching anger, is 
evident when the subject is dis- 
cussed. 

Although deemed sufficient in 
itself by N.B.C., the economics of 
the problem are not the only 
causes of dispute between the two 
major broadcasting networks. By 
virtue of the activities of the 
parent company, Radio Corpora- 
tion of America, N.B.C, pioneered 
in television. Refinements and 
improvement through war-time in- 
vention and other research estab- 
lished its leadership in the tele- 
vision fields. For monochrome 
transmission, even C.B.S. relies on 
R.C.A. manufactured equipment, 


C.B.S. Concentrated on Color. 


A late arrival in the realm of 
television broadcasting, C.B.S: con- 
centrated research on color. Dr. 
Peter C. Goldmark, television en- 
gineer, devised the method now 
employed, described as “mechani- 
cal color.” An over-simplified ex- 
planation of the complex means of 
photographing and transmitting 
color is that both. camera and re- 
ceiver are equipped with primary 
color wheels which do the job at 
receiving and sending ends. These 
wheels are mechanically operated, 
meaning they are moving parts. 

Television engineers led by O. B. 
Hanson at N.B.C., flatly assert 
that the mechanical system is not 
a satisfactory means of broadcast- 
ing color. They contend that the 
“electronic method,” now the sub- 
ject of earnest research in R.C.A. 
laboratories, is the only feasible 
answer to the problem. The elec- 
tronic transmission would elimi- 
nate mechanically revolving wheels 
with color images being broadcast 
in the same manner as mono- 
chrome 

In reply, C.B.S. officials point 
out that arrival at electronic 
standards is in the unpredictable 
future and that they are preparing 
to supply the public with natural 
color telecasts, providing superior 
images and variety for both adver- 
tisers and “customers.” The switch- 
over from mechanical to electronic 
devices may be handled expedi- 
tiously and without undue expense 
when the time arrives, they said. 

To retorts that they have not 
yet succeeded in demonstrating 
“live pickups”—such as sporting 
events or other scenes involving 
movement — they respond that 
cameras of such capacity are now 
being manufactured. They insist 
the soundness of the theory has 
been proved by experiments with 
color film and other objects and 
assert the new cameras will pro- 
vide the needed increased power 
and perception for “live broad- 
casting.” | ; 

Three Years for Color Sets. 


It is frankly admitted by 
Columbia planners that it will be 
at least three years before color 
broadcasting can be undertaken 
on a commercial scale at the 
present rate of progress. They 
insist, however, that despite 
N.B.C. assurance that broadcast- 
ing stations will be transmitting 
to thousands of new receiver 
purchasers by the fall of this 
year, there will be no satisfactory 
black-and-white reception for that 
interval, Program difficulties and 
other factors will prevent imme- 

te commercial expansion of 
facilities, they predict, emphasiz- 
ing the fact that only six or seven 
broadcasting stations are now op- 
erating. 


Another serious drawback to 
the use of C.B.S. color, in the eyes 
of N.B.C. experts, is that in their 
opinion it is not possible to send 
images over existing coaxial 
cables operated for monochrome 
transmission by the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co. It 
is the use of these cables that 
makes possible station-to-station 
television communication in the 
same manner that radio broad- 
casts are “piped” across country. 


On that score, C.B.S. points to 
a demonstration last April when 
color was sent on the regular 
coaxial cable then used for black- 
and-white between Washington 
and New York, a distance of 
about 450 miles. Results were 
rejected by N.B.C. engineers as 
an unconvincing test. It also is 
pointed out that color broadcast- 
ing is possible now only on ultra- 


high frequency channels, whereas’ 


monochrome is adaptable to lower 
frequencies now in common use. 

To meet this objection, Adrian 
Murphy, C.B.S. vice president, ar- 
gues that both black-and-white 
and color broadcasting should be 
limited to the high frequency 
bands, thus permitting use of 
both or either. He asserted that 
sets capable of receiving both 
color and hlack-and-white could 
be manufactured at slight addi- 
tional cost, whereas if the’ two 
major broadcasting companies 
compete on different frequencies, 
receivers now being made for the 
public will bring in only the 
broadcast for which they are 
equipped. 

It is evident that N.B.C., backed 
by the overwhelming production 
capacity of R.C.A,, ig displaying 
no enthusiasm vein. changing 
from low to high frequency broad- 
casting in order to supply mem- 
bers of the public with Columbia 
programs. Convinced that the po- 
tential audience will accept mono- 
chrome as eagerly as color and 
with production well under way of 
sets capable of receiving the low 
frequency images, there is little 
incentive to change policy or build 
high power transmitters. 


Opinions of Observers. 


Strictly in the realm of opinion, 
some spectators consider black 
and white images clearer and 
easier on the eyes when watched 
for long intervals. They note 
“shadows” and “flickers” in the 
color demonstrations, undetected 
by them in monochrome reception. 
Some are reminded by C.B.8. color 
of early, unsatisfactory movie 
technicolor with “fuzzy” effects. 
To them, color today can only be 
shown in a darkened room and 
then without the clarity of black- 
and-white in half-light. 


Other observers who have seen 
both, this writer among them, 
found the color images more vivid 
and life-like, on the visual side 
of the debate. An illusion of a 
third dimension, depth, is crea- 
ted. The inexpert eye noted no 
disturbing tune changes, or at 
least no more than in black-and- 
white reception. The color demon- 
strations, however, were under 
ideal laboratory conditions. Both 
types of telecast are best received 
in a darkened room but the power 
of monochrome will best overcome 
light. - 

As to public preference, N.B.C. 
supporters point out that only 6 
per cent of Hollywood films are in 
technicolor to which C.B.S. en- 
thusiasts reply that Hollywood 
considers the “box office” of color 
equal to the addition of a “name 
star” to the cast. News reels are 
not in color, the former group 
adds, and the rejoinder is that 
they would be if it could be done. 
“Black-and-White Ahead of Color.” 

“Black-and-white is so far ahead 
of color in development and in 
efficiency,” Hanson said in a dis- 
cussion of the N.B.C. view, “that 
it is unreasonable to even contem- 
plate converting at this time. The 
simple reagon is that it would be 
nt The cost is .prohibi- 

ve.” : 

“Although it is true that black- 
and-white is ahead of color,” Mur- 
phy asserted for C.B.S., “if we 
could get the support of 25 per 
cent of the industry, color would 
soon catch up. It may cost more— 
not so much as others estimate, 
but more—but it is worth it.” 

Sympathizers with N.B.C. views 
call attention to difficulties faced 
by C.B.S. in competing with Na- 
tional Broadcasting in the medium 
of television; others remind listen- 
ers that N.B.C. and R.C.A. are 
committed to monochrome televi- 
sion by large investment in equip- 
ment and materials. 

The unusual hostility is apparent 
in public statements on the matter 
by officers of the respective net- 
works. In an April speech before 
the National Association of Manu- 
facturers at Philadelphia, John F. 
Royal, N.B.C. vice president in 
charge of television, declared in 
part: 

“This seems about as good a 
spot as any to bring to your atten- 
tion the much stimulated, red-her- 
ring subject of color in television. 
There are some who—crying in the 
wilderness—are suggesting that 
television should wait for color 
and one executive of a company 
crusading for delay said recently 
that the public will wait indefi- 
nitely for color. 

“Personally, I feel that to be an 
absurd statement, . . . Progress 
never waits. We of N.B.C. have 
experimented with color and: re- 
cently gave a public demonstra- 
tion. At that time we stated that 
color—I mean good, effective 
color—will ultimately be a reality 
in television, but it is far from 
being ready for public acceptance 
now, 

“That is not the opinion of one 
company but rather the joint 
opinion of the éntire industry 
with a few minor exceptions... , . 
When good practical color in tele- 
vision is ready for your homes, 
our company will have it. ... 
Much of the same uncertainty (in 
early efforts in motion pictures) 
faces us in our color problem in 
television. .., We feel color at the 
moment is only skin deep.”

At a March color demonstra- 
tion by C.B.S., President Frank

the institute. “Free riders”—em- 
ployes who do not belong to the 
union in a plant which has a 
union contract—can qualify for 
benefits of the institute if the 
firm agrees to pay the 3% per 
cent for each of them. Union 
members, of course, are covered 
by the contract provision. 


The contribution is neither a 
deduction ‘from payroll, nor an 
advance from the employer. It 
is the employer’s obligation to- 
ward maintaining the health of 
his employes, underwriting their 
efficiency and fighting absentee- 
ism. <A part of the income is 
used to cover Blue Cross dues. 
At first the employers balked 
at having to shoulder the burden 
themselves. They protested that 
even under the Wagner-Murray- 
Dingell bill they would not be 
subject to carrying the entire 
load, as the bill provides for funds 
to be raised jointly by employer 
and employe. But as experience 
with the institute began to show 
how the investment paid divi- 
dends in terms of a stable, effi- 
cient work force, initial resist- 
ance waned, : 


Employer contribution is not 
entirely altruistic, as pointed out 
by one of the employers on the 
board of trustees. “We're in it 
for selfish as well:as humanita- 
rian reasons; healthy workers are 
efficient workers,” said Col. 
Charles R. Fredericks of the Busy 
Bee Candy Co. Col.. Fredericks, 
about to be discharged from serv- 
ice and permitted to resume full 
duties with the company, was se- 
lected as a board member a few 
weeks ago. | 
Other firms varying in their 
enthusiasm for the institute, but 
nevertheless contributing, include 
Shapleigh Hardware Co., J. 
Penny Co., American Wine Co., 
Butler Bros., Brown Shoe Co., 
Faust Macaroni Co., Handling, 
Inc., and Forbes Coffee Co. 

The main difficulty with the 
program, in the opinion of Col. 
Fredericks, is that employes are 
afraid to use the facilities of the 
medical center. — 
Fear of Examination. 


One reason for their disinclina- 
tion to take advantage of the 
health program, he remarked, is 
that employes fear that employers 


might use the results of the med- 
ical examination to. discriminate 
against them. Through education 
it is hoped to eliminate this fear. 
Actually, the medical . records 
which list the maladies or other 
health liabilities of any individual 
member are not divulged to an 
employer without the express con- 
sent of the member. The employ- 
er cannot find out from the insti- 
tute about any condition, real or 
imagined, of an employe. 


The majority of examinations, 
however, have indicated that most 
members require some kind of 
medical attention. Institute offi- 
cers and employes alike hope oth- 
er employes who have the availa- 
bility of the institute will begin to 
use it. If so, they feel convinced 
it. program will operate with even 
greater success. 

In this respect, Dr. Richman 
points to the desire of staff mem- 
bers to have those covered by em- 
ployer contributions seek regular 
periodic medical checkups. One 
feature of the institute plan, as 
contrasted with insurance type 
plans, he said, is the periodic 
physical examination which pro- 
vides doctors with a clear picture 
of the physical condition of the 
patient. 

“Many patients live under a 
false sense of wellbeing while all 
the time they are suffering from 
diseases that may well be fatal,” 
he stated. “Still others who imag- 
ine they are sick are relieved of 
their fears after they have seen 
their doctor and have undergone 
a complete physical examination.” 

The institute does not stop with 
the physical examination. It con- 
sicers that a fundamental part of

the program is to teach members 
to manage their personal lives and 
to prevent illness through proper 
daily living habits. Workers must 
be taught, asserted Dr. Richman, 
“how to live—how to apply men- 
tal and physical hygiene, how to 
live well, how to work well and 
how to play well.” 


Dr. Richman believes a true 
health program must be spun 
about a philosophy of service. It 
must reach all people, he said, 
when and where they need med- 
ical. care. “There should be no 
questiong raised as to how, where 
and -why persons - become ill. 
Neither should there be any time 
limit nor age-limit on the person 
eligible for treatment.” His ob- 
jection to, plans offered by insur- 
ance companies, medical societies 
and industry is that they offer 
only limited care, 

Sees Members at Home. 


Implementing this belief, the 
staff sees members at the Medical 
Center, at home if they cannot get 
to the center or in hospitals when 
hospitalization is required. The 
element of service is the one on 
which the institute is most em- 
phatic. By this, the staff means 
full care and instruction on how 
to care for oneself. 


Dr. Richman is acutely aware 
of the pitfalls of exclusive un- 
ion management of a health pro- 
gram. He firmly believes in the 
need for collaborative effort be- 
tween the union and the medical 
staff, Sa Me 

“It would be extremely danger- 
ous,” he contended, “for unions to 
assume full control. They must 
work with doctors, paying them 
adequately for their services, There 
must be full rapport between un- 
ion personnel and medical staff. 
In the case of the institute this is

‘resentatives 


on the governing 
board of trustees. The whole pro- 
gram must aspire to become ulti- 
mately a community affair.” 

Even now the staff has need for 
its own hospital where it might 
locate all its facilities, medical, 
surgical, hospital and social serv- 
ice, under one roof, Construction 
of its own hospital is high up on 
the institute agenda. : 

The same quality care available 
free to members by virtue of their 
employer’s contribution may be 
purchased’ by ‘members’ families 
at moderate fees. A family plan 
has been devised whereby wives 
and children obtain health care at 
low costs: For $3 a year adult 
family members may obtain peri- 
odic health examinations and im- 
munization. The fee for children 
is $1 annually. 


Other Rates Nominal. 


Other services for family mem- 
bers are scaled at nominal rates. 
Home calls are $2 each during the 
day and $3 at night. Office visits 
are $2 for the first visit and $1 for 
subsequent ones. 

Dr. Richman and the staff ad- 
mit that the family program is 
still in the experimental stage. 
They hope to extend the benefits 


in time to bring it into line with a’ 


truly low-cost family medical 
health plan. 

A dental program, one of the re- 
cent additions to the service, pro- 
vides examination, diagnosis, den- 
tal X-rays, extractions and emer- 
gency care without added cost. 
Other dental work is billed at 
what the institute considers are 
standard fees. 

In substance, the institute pro- 
gram supplies some of the evi- 
dence for which partisans for pre- 
payment health plans are always 
looking. It considers health as 
both an individual and a social 
problem. “Every individual's health 
affects the health of his neighbor,” 
declared Dr, Richman. “The care 
of sickness and conservation of 
health have a direct bearing on 
the livelihood and welfare of all 
the people. Health is the only 
capital of the worker. It deserves 
more than the slight sentimental 
and sympathetic interest that most 


of us have given it.”

share, everyone, including our 
stockholders, would have been 
vastly better off.” 

Accumulated forces in the in- 
vestment market finally tipped 
the scales for a depression, Bowles 
remarks, “but it was the lack of 
sufficient money in the pockets 
of Mr. and Mrs. Average Citizen 
which underlay our whole basic 
problem.” 

To escape another depression by 
keeping up with increasing pro- 
ductive capacity, Bowles insists 
that “we need to increase the 
wages we pay for each unit of 
output, almost all of which gets 
spent, and to decrease the mar- 
gin of profit per unit, most of 
which gets saved. And _ since 
businessmen play so large a role 
in determining wages and prices 
and profit margins, the job that 
has to be done is primarily theirs,” 


“Every group of workers that is 
protected by a strong union,” the 
former OPA Director’ writes, 
“should work to increase its out- 
put in every reasonable way, for 
once a reasonable balance is 
achieved between wages, prices 
and profits, at a given level of 
production, the soundest basis for 
future wage increases is through 
increased labor productivity. 
‘Feather-bedding” and other 
stretch-the-work techniques add to 
labor costs, increase prices to the 
consumer, and over a period of 
time hold down wages. They are 
a drag on the whole economy in 
our program for a greater pros- 
perity shared by us all, 

“T am hopeful that more de- 
tailed statistics on the increase in 
labor productivity, year by year, 
will become available on an in- 
dustry-by-industry or even fac- 
tory-by-factory basis. Such figures 
will help tremendously to put col- 
lective bargaining on a more 
economic basis, They would pro- 
tect employers against unreason- 
able demands. And they would 
give’labor a basis for increasing 
its wages as its output increases.” 


Emphasis, on Two Points. 


While arguing for increasing 
wages to the worker-consumers, 
Bowles emphasizes .two essential 
points: 

“First, a general increase in 
wages that results in a general in- 
crease in prices is of little benefit 
to anyone. Second, if general 
wage increases result in an un- 
reasonable squeeze on profits we 
shall tend to dry up the invest- 
ment funds needed to expand our 
factories and to modernize our in- 
dustrial equipment.” 

Bowles asserts that there is 
“one essential economic fact 
which we can never afford to for- 
get.” It is: 

“All the money which we re- 
ceive in the way of wages, salaries 
or profits must be spent by some- 
one—ourselves, our families, our 
bankers, our businessmen or our 
government—if we are to produce 
at top speed. Our total spending 
must always equal our total pro- 
duction if our markets are to be 
cleared of all available goods and 
services at prices that on the 
average cover all costs plus a 
profit.” 

In other words, “savings” must 
be invested by somebody for pro- 
ductive equipment, otherwise our 
economic machine will not be en- 
larged and improved. But invest- 
ing requires confidence that the 
future will bring adequate, or as 
Bowles would say, “reasonable” 
profits. At this point he brings 
in the planning, preferably by 
management, by government, if 
necessary. 

He proposes that the govern- 
ment “must underwrite the full- 
production, full employment eco- 
nomy by being prepared to vary 
its own investment spending from 
year to year.” Here is his rea- 
soning: 

“If government, by undertaking 
to sustain markets through bal- 
ancing any lag in business in- 
vestment spending, can eliminate 
not only depression but the very 
fear of depression, then the pru- 
dent business man will no longer 
need to set his profit on each 
item that he sells with an eye on 
a rainy day to come. In most 
cases he will be able to reduce 
his unit profit sharply and year 
in and year out, and with the high 
sustained demand for his prod- 
ucts, he will be able to make 
higher average over-all profits.” 


New Deal Plans Advocated. 

For what he calls the govern- 
ment’s responsibility for full pro- 
duction, Bowles ‘advocates several 
New Deal proposals. He indorses; 
of course, the recently enacted 
Full Employment Law. He would 
like to see enacted a minimum 
wage law putting a 65-cents-an- 
hour floor under workers in in- 
terstate commerce, which he says 
would increase purchasing power 
by one and one-half billion dol- 
lars; extension of social security 


and establishment of a health-in- 
surance program, and a bold home

building program that would em- 
ploy directly or indirectly 450,000,- 
000 workers at good wages. He 
wants continuation of the anti- 
monopoly crusade, fostering of 
foreign trade, assurances to farm- 
ers of stable markets for foods 
and fibers, and the bringing of 
taxes up to date. 


On the last named item, he 
would revive the controversial 
Federal levy on uninvested and 
undistributed profits. If this is 
not feasible, he would give tax 
credits to corporations for that 
portion of earnings distributed to 
stockholders or actually invested 
in expansion of equipment. 


Bowles assumes that the Fed- 
eral taxes will amount to 25 bil- 
lion dollars annually for several 
years to come and that state and 
local taxes, which were about 8 
billion before the war, will be 
around 10 billion. 


He guesses that for the next 
few years business will spend on 
the average of 30 billion dollars 
a year for investment purposes. 
Should it be less, he would have 
government step in to make up 
the difference. 

“The lesson we must never for- 
get,” he writes, “is that any spend- 
ing by one of our economic groups 
means, unless promptly balanced 
by increased spending from some 
other source, a decrease of in- 
comes for all of us and thus a 
decrease of spending by all of us, 
until we are dragged down into 
a depression and widespread eco- 
nomic suffering.

for this, It called Wheeler “one 
of Amefica’s leading fascists.” 
Some AFL locals also have criti- 
cized Green. 

It is conceded by Erickson that 
most of the hundreds of Montana 
members of John L, Lewis's United 
Mine Workers will vote for Wheel- 
er. An indorsement by Lewis is 
included in the Wheeler Campaign 
leaflets. 


Concedes Only Two Counties. 

The Farmers’ Union, claiming 
15,000 or more Montana members

Among the Democratic organi- 
zations in the counties, Erickson 
is looking for strong support. The 
Democratic county organization 
at Billings, in a strong Republi- 
can county,’ has officially pro- 
nounced Wheeler a “party rene- 
gade,” interested only in personal 
political gain, and the “darling” 
of un-American elements. 


Both sides agree there is much 
apathy among the voters. At- 
tendance at meetings for both 
candidates has not been up to 
expectations. While some politi- 
cians question the extent to which 
Republicans will enter the Demo- 
cratic primary, the marked pre 
ponderance of opinion is that Re- 
publican votes for Wheeler could 
decide the contest. Erickson sup- 
porters hope that keen Republican 
primary fights for lucrative posts 
as Sheriff and for other local of- 
fice. in some larger counties will 
keep Republicans in their own 
corral, 

Wheeler told the correspondent: 
“T’'ve always been a Democrat, 
but Montana has a strong inde- 
pendent vote, and no one can be 
elected just by Democratig or 
Republican votes.” 

Registration is about 225,000. If 
more than 90,000 to 100,000 Demo- 
cratic ballots are cast in the pri- 
mary, it will be surprising, and 
the vote might even be lighter.

that if, after a few years, our 
total of all business spending 
should drop, let us say from 35 
or 30 to 25 or 20 billion dollars 
annually, it would be sheer blind 
stupidity for this nation to sit 
back and allow a depression to 
develop.

Lists Possible Expenditures, 

Bowles lists how this govern- 
ment money could be spent for 
schools, hospitals, slum clearance, 
better roads, river valley authori- 
ties, airfields and the like. 

“We shall need to establish,” 
he says, “a carefully checked file 
of all necessary public works pro- 
jects for which federal funds 
would be required. These projects 
would be divided into those ur- 
gently needed immediately and 
those which could be postponed 
for a year or period of years. They 
would be distributed geographical- 
ly as far as such distribution is 
practical. 

“Complete plans, with estimates, 
would be developed for all pro- 
jects which had been approved. 
Appropriations would be _ voted 
with instructions from Congress 
that work on each project should 
be started within a specified time 
limit at the direction of the Presi- | 
dent. Work on essentially needed 
projects would move ahead at 
once, to be paid for out of the 
current budget. Work on _ post- 
ponable projects would be delayed 
until the time when cn increase 
in government investment spend- 
ing would be needed to balance a 
drop in business investment spend- 
ing.” 

Bowles argues that the expand- 
ing economy will produce more 
than 25 billions annually in fed- 
eral taxes at reduced rates. When 
this happens the surplus would be 
applied to the national debt. He 
does not think it necessary to try 
to balance national receipts and 
expenditures on a yearly basis, He 
would strive for a balance over 
a period of unspecified years. He 
is not worried if the presént debt 
is increased to maintain full pro- 
duction. 

“No one,” he says, “wants to see 
the federal debt increases one dol- 
lar over its present total. If we 
handle our affairs with reasonable 
skill there is no reason why we 
should not keep our budgét in bal- 
ance averaging the ups and downs 
over a period of a few years. 

“But if something goes wrong 
and we are forced to choose be- 
tween another depression and fur- 
ther temporary increase in our na- 
tional debt until we get things 
straightened out, I think I know 
what our decision will have to be.

TO SEEK RIGHER FARE | ® 


Asking for Increase to 10 
Cents for One-Zone 
Passengers. 


The St. Louis County Bus Co. 
will file a petition to increase bus 
fares from 5 to 10 cents for “one- 
zone” passengers with the State 
Public Service Commission before 
July 15, Arthur F. Bangert, vice 


president and general manager of 
the firm, said yesterday. 

In Meu of the 10-cent fare for 
rides within one zone, passengers 
would be offered a 75-cent weekly 
pass good for an unlimited num- 
ber of rides in one zone. The area 
company serves is divided into 
five zones. 

Under the proposed schedule, 
the present rate of 5 cents per 
zone would remain unchanged and 
pass holders would pay an addi- 
tional § cents per zone. Fare of 
passengers who get off and on in 
one zone would go up from 5 to 10 
cents under the proposal. 

Bangert said the increase in 
fare for “short-haul” passengers is 
necessitated by higher operating 
costs.

Why is whiskey still scarce?

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| Tobacco Heir's Costly 


inflation Has Become a Reality on 
"Skid Row" and That Plate of Hash 
For a Nickel Is Now Only a Memory

TPetore was a time, back 
before the war, when Joe 
Blow, who lives down on 
Skid Row, could get a whole 
plate of beans and a cup of 
coffee for a nickel. For the 
same dough he could come by 
a plate of hash with coffee, 
soup with coffee, hamburger 
with coffee and so on down 
through no less than 12 items, 
all for a nickel.

}got bread, but coffee 
aise ' The prices of other ne- 
cessities, such as a bottle of 
“Sweet Lucy” were in propor- 
tion, and life presented few 
problems. 

But inflation, which may be 
a threat to other strata of St. 
Louis society, has long since 
become a reality on Skid 
Row, and things are tough. 
At the same restaurant beef 
stew is now a quarter, a plate 
of beans is a quarter, hash is 
20 cents, a bowl of soup is a 
dime, meat balls with a little 
spaghetti is 20 cents and two 
eggs cost 20 cents. And the 
menu says nothing about 
bread, let alone coffee. 

In fact, today’s menu 
reaches a state of sheer ele- 
gance never dreamed of on 
Skid Row in the old days. 
Now it even lists fried spring 
chicken for a half a dollar. 
While it flatters the boys no 
end and adds tone to the 
joint, naturally there are few 
takers. Four bits is too hard 
to come by to spend it on 
fried chicken. 
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Especially when “Sweet 
Lucy,” which is as much a 
necessity as food and bed, has 
reached such outrageous 
prices. There was a time 
when a man could get a fifth 
of the stuff for 35 cents. Now 
they want anywhere from 75 
cents to a dollar, and Joe is 
reduced to having to buy it 
in pints and even half pints. 

In fact, the wine situation 
is one which monopolizes 
much of the conversation 
among Joe and his Market 
street pals. Of course Joe will 
drink anything, whisky, beer, 
gin or what have you. But 
wine has long since become 
the favorite because you 
could get so much of it for 
your money. But now that 
wine is going up too, some of 
the old prohibition stand-bys 
are beginning to show up 
again, such as denatured al- 
cohol, canned heat and even 
witch hazel. 


Beer, which ranked second 
to wine as a favorite drink, 
has become a luxury. Joe used 
to get a 16-ounce glass for a 
nickel. It took both hands to 
lift it. He can still get a 
nickel beer, but the glass is 
a dainty thing, holding about 
eight ounces, and two thirds 
of that is foam. 
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The only thing which has 
remained constant for the 
boys is the price of a bed. 
Just like the beds in the 
biggest hotels, the flophouse 
prices were fixed by OPA and 
have remained at 15 cents, 
which gives him the use of 
one narrow cot with some 
well-worn and well-soiled bed 
clothes, or 25 cents for a 
“room” which is a rough 
board cubicle built around the 
cot. But there is a lock on 
the door and his belongings 
are secure so long as someone 
doesn’t climb over the wall. 


To look at Joe and his com- 
panions from the sartorial 
angle you would hardly think 
his clothes presented a prob- 
lem, economic or otherwise. 
But there, too, he is having 
his difficulties. There was a 
time when he could get a pair 
of second-hand pants for as 
little as 15 cents. Or a second- 
hand suit of clothes for from 
two to five bucks. 

But no more. He’s lucky to 
get a pair of pants under a 
dollar and a suit is something 
he seldom purchases any 
more. Shoes which could be 


had for a buck and half are 


now nearly twice the price, 
He has solved the socks prob- 
lem by just foregoing them. 


Joe, like his companions, 
has little or no interest in 
problems beyond his own 
existence, His chief source of 
income is pan-handling and 
how he lives depends on how 
well things go “on the stems.” 

His interest in the future 
extends exactly 12 hours and 
is limited to one item, his bed. 
He usually starts the day by 
pan-handling as much as he 
needs for that day’s expenses, 
and the first thing he does is 
go and pay that night’s rent 
of 15 cents. 
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Then if he is hungry he 
may spend 20 cents for some 
hash or a quarter for some 
beef stew, but his nourish- 
ment is more likely to come 
from a bottle. Next to his bed 
money, the most important 
item to be sure of is his “en- 
trance fee” at a saloon, The 
entrance fee is the price of a 
few beers, which justifies his 
occupation of a chair or stool, 

Having paid his entrance 
fee, he usually sits and waits 
for “a live one.” Oddly 
enough, this isn’t as futile as 
it may -sound. Many of the 
boys possess some skill or 
craft at which they occasion- 
ally work at for a day or two 
until they’re so “rich” they 
can’t stand it. Then they come 
back to Skid Row and usually 
share their wealth with their 
pals. 

They, like most everyone 
else, have their ace in the hole. 
This is the mission. They can 
always go there and get coffee 


and doughnuts and in the eve- 
ning a pretty good meal, such 
as a plate of potato salad with 
bread and butter and coffee, 
for free. 

Of course, there is a catch 
to it. They have to take a 
little religion along with it. 
Consequently, with most of 
them it comes under the 
heading of a last resort. 


Not all the inhabitants of 
Skid Row are bums. Some 
are migratory workers, many 
of sober disposition who, dur- 
ing war time, have been com- 
pelled to turn to flophouses 
for a place to lay their heads. 
Also in the district is to be 
found that class known as 
“gandy-dancers,” men who 
still work periodically between 
spells of drinking and loaf- 
ing, but who have come to 
look upon Skid Row as home, 
and who are rapidly working 
their way into the status of 
the true bum. 
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This status is reached when 
a man finally says farewell 
forever to work in any form 
and resigns himself to the 
strange security of complete 
insecurity. 

Some reached this state 
early, some late. Joe, for in- 
stance, who is just about av- 
erage, is past middle age and 
has been on the bum for more 
than 10 years. 

He has a\buddy, as is often 
the case, and their fortunes 
are shared. They work to- 
gether, Joe working’ one side 
of the street and his pal the 
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other. They used to ask for 
dimes, but with the cost of 
living being what it is, they 
more often ask for a quarter 
these days. Hither they have 
become excellent judges of 
hum mature or have de- 
veloped some sort of sixth 
sense which tells them. to 
pass up, say, five people and 
accost the sixth. And they’re 
usually right. 

Their usual approach is to 
take hold of the victim's el- 
bow and walk along with him 
while they make the touch, 
They know just how far they 
can press the point without 
irritating the victim or creat- 
ing a disturbance. 
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According to authorities 
there are only about 200 men 
in St. Louis who can claim 
the true name of Bum, Many 
people confuse them with ho- 
boes, now a virtually extinct 
species. The hobo is a wan- 
derer, the bum stays in his 
home town year in and year 
out, and seldom gets more 
than a few blocks from his 
district. 


In fact, he even confines his 
pan-handling activities to 
Skid Row. Rather than go 
afield for business, he waits 
for people to come into Skid 
Row and anyone who does is 
considered fair prey. 


The bum stays in town for 
several reasons. He seldom 
has the will, inclination or en- 
ergy to go anyplace, and most 
of his kind are natives who 
still have local family connec- 
tions. Although the family 
connections have in most 
cases long since been out- 
wardly severed, the bum gets 
a certain sense of security 
from the fact they exist. 


People whose job it is to 
work with bums, such as 
heads of welfare agencies and 
Salvation Army men, come to 
feel] a certain affection for 
them, In fact, they even re- 
spect them, in a manner of 
speaking, because, in their 
own direction, they have 
achieved perfection. 
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For example, there is Isaac 
Gurman, executive secretary 
for the St. Louis Bureau for 
Men, an agency of the Com- 
munity Chest, which does 
what it can for the boys. Gur- 
man, who has developed some- 
thing of a protective attitude 
toward the boys, looks upon 
them as a class which is not 
only harmless, but which is 
possessed of certain negative 
virtues. 

“It’s the only class,” he 


points out, “which doesn’t 
have to uphold its class, 
They've hit bottom and 


they’re resting comfortably. : 


They never create any mass 
disturbances, they are ex- 
tremely tolerant, they don’t 
push any one around, they 
never attend rallies and they 
are the only group in the 
world who haven’t written 
about themselves, which now- 
adays is quite a distinction. 


* free 


“They never commit a 
crime any more serious than 
petty pilfering, because it 
takes a certain amount of ef- 
fort to get into serious trou- 
ble. That’s why a bum seldom 
gets in the pen. Of course he 
may spend a certain amount 
of his life in the workhouse, 
but he is not a menace to so- 
ciety. He never commits sex 
crimes because liquor, not 
women is his weakness.” 


The bum, Gurman further 
points out, is not as many 
people romantically believe, a 
man who is quietly drowning 
a great sorrow in alcohol. On 
the other hand, he is gregari- 
ous with his kind and quite 
happy in his fashion. 

“He is,” says Gurman, “just 
a guy who won’t work, and 
who, more likely than not, 
got that way with the help of 
alcohol,” 

And while the bum may feel 
the effects of inflation, Gur- 
man believes, he will suffer 
less than anybody. Because 
his wants are few and his 
needs still fewer,

WINSTON-SALEM, N. C., July 6. 


HE multi-millions and marital 
mix-ups of the Reynolds tobac- 
co family, of North Carolina, 
Florida, and occasionally Reno, 
are again making headlines in the 
form of a nine million dollar sepa- 
ration settlement, the money com- 
ing from the fortune left by the 
late Richard Joshua Reynolds. 
The nine million, in money and 
property, is the sum reportedly 
given to Elizabeth Dillard Rey- 
nolds by R. J.’s oldest son and 


namesake, Dick, preceding a di-. 


vorce suit, filed in Miami, in which 
he charged that she had an ‘un- 
governable temper,” and she coun- 
tered that he had a “Dr. Jekyll 
and Mr. Hyde” personality which 
left her “crushed in mind, body 
and spirit,” if not particularly im- 
paired financially, The court 
granted her the decree. 

The divorce is one more step on 
the traditional playboy road which 
40-year-old Reynolds has frequent- 
ly followed, a course which has 
included an episode of shipping on 
a tramp steamer, a sojourn in an 
English jail, a period as a success- 
ful aviation enthusiast, and an- 
other as an unsuccessful backer of 
Broadway shows, and his recent 
stormy domestic life. 

The career of his younger broth- 


‘er, Smith, paralleled and perhaps 


surpassed that of Richard J. Rey- 
nolds, Jr., though it was cut off 
abruptly. Smith, twice-married be- 
fore he was 20, the second time to 
singer Libby Holman, committed 
suicide in 1932. 

The money which paid for many 
of the escapades of the Reynolds 
boys was made almost single- 
handed by R. J. Reynolds Sr., 
who first saw the possibilities of 
making a lot of green stuff from 
the brown stuff of tobacco when 
he became a salesman at the age of 
16 for his father’s small tobacco 
business in Patrick County, Vir- 
ginia. For a decade R. J. Reynolds 
devoted himself to learning every- 
thing he could about the tobacco 
business, and in 1859 he selected 
Winston, which later united with 
its twin city, Salem, as a site for 
his own factory. His program of 
glamorizing cigarette and pipe 
smoking was responsible for the 
growth of the factory from a one- 
story business to an enormous en- 
terprise. 

Established financially, Reyn- 
olds married his secretary, Kath- 
erine Smith, 20 years his junior, 
built a granite rock residence in 
the city, and then, on a more 
elaborate scale, established the in- 
corporated village of Reynolda on 
a 1000-acre estate just outside 
the city limits. The estate had its 
own church, school, post office, 
blacksmith shop, stores, green- 
house, dairy, truck and poultry 
farms, and, as added attractions, 
tennis courts, a golf course, swim- 
ming. pool, and formal gardens. 

Reynolda was completed in 
1914, two years before Reynolds 
died, leaving the estate and the 
bulk of his money to his wife. 


. For each of his four children he 


established a trust fund of several 
million dollars to be held until 
he or she became 28 years of age, 
trust funds which had multiplied 
many times before they were 
claimed, 

Mrs. Reynolds, much younger 
than her first husband, married 
a much younger second husband, 
J. Edward Johnston, whom she 
had hired from Davidson College 
to be principal of the school at 
Reynolda, She died when their 
son, J. Edward Johnston, Jr., was 
born, and Johnston, in turn, mar- 
ried a woman much younger than 
he, and with his own share of the 
tobacco estate moved away from 
Winston-Salem. 

By this time, Dick and Smith 
Reynolds were teen-agers growing 
up with a love of adventure and 
a yen to travel by sea and air. 
Dick ran away from home when 
he was 17 and worked as an 
ordinary seaman on the steamer 
Finland, traveling the New York- 
Hamburg route, concealing his 
identity and posing as a: Carolina 
farm boy who had worked—as Re 
had—in the Reynolds tobacco fac- 
tory.. When he got home he prom- 
ised to settle down, a promise 
he made several times subsequent- 
ly but never seriously,

His next venture was a pur- 
chase of the Curtis Afr Field 
which he renamed the Reynolds 
Aviation Company, and which was 
a successful financial venture. 
His following and less successful 
investment was in a Broadway 
musical comedy. After it folded 
he disappeared, was located by 
detectives in St, Louis, and told 
them he wanted to be left alone. 
A few years later in 1929 he was 
in the news again for killing an 
English cyclist while driving his 
automobile. He was convicted of 
manslaughter and _ served five 


months in the Wormwood Scrubbs 
jail. 

About the same time, young 
Smith, 17, a lover of speed both 
in airplanes and in his social life, 
was married for the first time, to 
20-year-old Anne Cannon, of a 
Concord, N. C. textile family. It 
was a short-lived marriage and 
ceased to exist for Smith after 
a trip to Baltimore where he saw 
torch singer Libby Holman and 
heard her sing such period pieces 
as “Moanin’ Low,” “Body and 
Soul,” and “Something to Remem- 
ber You By.”

IS persistent pursuit of the 
H husky-voiced singer, eight years 

his senior, finally ended in 
marriage in November 1931, six 
days after Anne Cannon Reynolds 
divorced him in Reno, and received 
in settlement a trust fund of $500,- 
000, and an equal amount for their 
daughter. The first Mrs. Smith 
Reynolds has since married three 
times. 

The second Mrs. Smith Reynolds 
wanted the marriage kept secret 
so Smith went on a world cruise, 
spending a short time in Africa 
with his brother before going on 
to the Orient where he met Libby 
in the spring of 1932 and they 
announced their, marriage. 

The second Mrs. Reynolds met 
with thinly veiled coolness on the 
part of the Reynolds family and 
townspeople of the twin cities, who 
ignored the fact that her father 
was a prosperous lawyer and that 
her education exceeded that of 
her husband’s and concentrated 
on the torch singing side of her 
life. Gossip was accelerated by the 
influx of theatrical house guests 
from New York, and the drinking 
and swimming parties which went 
on at the Reynolds estate, 

It was one of these parties, a 
July 4 celebration which had con- 
tinued over through July 5, 1932, 
that ended in tragedy. About one 
o’clock in the morning after every- 
one had left the party but Smith, 
Libby, his secretary, Albert “Ab” 
Walker, and Libby’s close friend, 
Blanche Yurka, Smith shot him- 
self, and died a few houre later 
without regaining consciousness. 
A coroner’s inquest was held, but 
in spite of the verdict of suicide, 
a sheriff's investigation followed, 
and Libby and “Ab” Walker were 
indicted for murder, The trial con- 
tinued for many months and 
countless headlines, as Libby testi- 
fied that her husband had fre- 
quently threatened suicide and 
that she remembered nothing of 
the events surrounding his death

The following January, a three- 
and-a-half pound baby boy, Chris- 
topher Smith Reynolds, was born 
to Libby, and after much litiga- 
tion, Smith Reynolds’ estate was 
divided, $7,000,000 to his son, $750,- 
000 to his widow, $9,500,000 to Anne 
Cannon Reynolds; and $10,000,000 
to a Zachary Smith Reynolds 
Trust Fund for charitable pur- 
poses, 


Dick Reynolds, grief stricken at 
his brother’s death, again decided 
to settle down and made a start 
at it by marrying Elizabeth 
Dillard, granddaughter of W. B. 
Taylor, founder of Taylor Broth- 
ers Tobacco Co. and a one-time 
rival of the first R. J. Reynolds, 
They have four children, Richard 
Joshua, now 12; John Dillard, 10; 
Zachary Smith, 7; and William 
Neal, 6, but in spite of their fam- 
ily, their married life was not 
happy.

An Interesting Visit 
To Wildlife Refuge 


By Leonard Hall 


HE Chautauqua Federal Wildlife Refuge, where we spent 

an interesting day last week, is a good example of the 

changing attitude toward the preservation of America’s 

wildlife resources which has come about during recent years. 

The refuge is located on 

the Illinois river, some eight 

miles northeast of Havana, 

a name which will awaken 

pleasant. memories in the 

minds of wildfowlers. For 

years this stretch along the 

Illinois has furnished some 

of the finest duck shooting 

in the country. As every 

an knows, the mal- 

lard is the most plentiful 

of all our wild ducks and 

is predominantly the bird of 

the Mississippi flyway be- 

cause it nests mainly in the 

prairie marsh country of 

our northern tier of states 

and on north into central 

Canada. During the autumn 

flight this area along the 

Illinois river—and particu- 

larly the Chautauqua Ref- 

uge—supports the greatest concentration of mallards which 

gathers anywhere in the United States, It has been esti- 

. Mated during some years that more than a million and a half 

mallards, as well as large numbers of other ducks, are found 

at Chautauqua during the peak of the flight. This has not 

been true during the past two seasons, however, when the 

number of mallards in our flyway is known to have been 

severely cut by drouth and low water in the hatching terri- 

tory; and when other factors combined to “stagger” the flight 
instead of bringing all the ducks down at one time. 
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Chautauqua Refuge consists mainly of a large, shal- 
low lake of some 6000 acres and an average depth of 
three to four feet, ideal for the shallow-water ducks 
which we call dabblers. The lake lies in a big bend 
of the Illinois and closely flanks the river. Originally 
it was merely low-lying land subject to frequent flood- 
ing, so that much of it was in marsh the year round. 
Then a drainage district was constructed in the area, 
but, like so many similar projects, it was doomed to 
failure before it started. Reourring high waters from 
the Illinois came over the levees and destroyed many 
of the ditches and pumping stations. Crop lands were 
continually flooded. 
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@ FINALLY IN 1939, FOLLOWING the policy which it 
has pursued during recent years of acquiring sanctuaries along 
the flyways where waterfowl may rest and feed safe from the 
hunters, the area was taken over by the Fish and Wildlife 
‘Service. Today the refuge is under the management of Lou 
Ellebrecht, who was connected with our Missouri Conservation 
-Gommission for several years and who will be remembered 
by hundreds of Missouri sportsmen, Lou lives on the refuge 
with his wife and wo fine youngsters. Mama and I were 
. royally entertained by the entire family on our visit. The 
main business of the visit was to make a complete explora- 
tion of the refuge by boat—and we left little of it unexplored. 
The water was at high stage, coming in over the levees from 
the river in several places, This is one of the big jobs which 
Lou has ahead of him—the raising and strengthening of 
these levees to prevent the too-rapid fluctuation of water 
_Tevels, which are caused by the handling of flood waters on 
the upper river by the Army engineers, These floods bring 
great loads of silt into the lake, which are deposited in the 
quiet waters and eventually kill out the acquatic life needed 
by both the ducks and the fish, of which there are at present 
a good supply. 
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@ THE REFUGE IS OPEN TO FISHING by the public 
under the single restriction that motor-boats may not operate. 
We saw many fine catches of crappie, sunfish, bluegill, silver 
bass and other species, despite the high water. The fluctuating 
water level also is gradually killing the timber close to water- 
line—and this constitutes another serious problem. Under ideal 
conditions, however, in addition to feeding the ducks on the 
southern migration, there is almost no limit to the fishing 
which this big lake could provide for people of the surrounding 
territory. At this time of year there are, of course, no ducks 
on the Refuge except for the wood ducks which normally nest 
there but are extremely scarce this year. Some 400 nesting 
boxes ate maintained on the refuge for the wood ducks by 
the Wildlife Service and the Illinois Natural History Survey, 
which have a research unit at the lake, But not many more 
than 20 pairs of wood ducks are nesting in the area this season, 
while old-time hunters and fishermen on the far side of the 
river report the same condition. If this is true of the whole 
-valley, the wood ducks should stay on the protected list this 
year and I'd go along with the growing body of duck hunters 
who believe the wood duck should be permanently protected. 
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Since the lake is surrounded by big timber, except 
for the levees which separate it from the river, it fur- 
nishes no habitat for shore birds, although there are a 
few great blue herons and bitterns nesting there. But 
the woods and overgrown levees are a perfect paradise 
for song birds. Here, over a large area, they have a 
wild environment where they are little molested by 
human or wild predators, 
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@ iT IS IMPOSSIBLE TO LIST them all, but among the 
more numerous were the bank and tree swallows, martins, 
red-winged blackbirds and grackles, thrashers, mocking and 
cat birds, phoebes, goldfinches, titmice, wrens of all kinds, red- 
starts, rose-breasted ‘grosbeak, northern yellowthroat and yel- 
low-breasted chat, field and chipping sparrows, cuckoos, fly- 
catchers of several varieties ard many others. Illinois bird 
lovers should census the nesting birds on the refuge and would 
be richly rewarded. Our day ended at a meeting of the Havana 
Sportsmen's Club, a fine bunch of fellows who are working on 
problems similar to our own—of improving the environment 
for their wildlife and seeing to it that such measures as Army 
flood control were carried out with full consideration of the 
wildlife resource. Too often, in the past, wildlife has been 
.wiped out merely through needless neglect. After the meeting 
we bid goodby to the Ellebrechts and drove home to Possum 
Trot through the coo) night.

A Staff Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch 


DECATUR, ILL., July 6. 

HE freight train rolling out 

of the yards toot-tooted for 

the William street crossing. 
Out of her shanty popped Anna 
Holland, the crossing watch- 
man, and took her stand in the 
middle of the street with her 
“Stop” sign. She stood there, 
a sturdy figure, with a sharp 
eye on the two-way traffic, 
ready to raise an imperative 
hand if the sign wasn’t enough, 
or to take the number of any 
car that went through, 

The locomotive thundered over 
the crossing and the engineer 
waved a greeting. The watch- 
man stood there until the last 
of the thumping cars had 
cleared, On the back platform 
of the caboose the conductor 
stood and swept a deep bow, 
which Anna Holland answered 
with a cheery wave of her free 


d, 

How long had this been go- 
ing on? Miss Holland laughed 
that off. She wasn’t telling. 
After all, a lady was entitled 
to her little reticenses. But 
she relented. “That was Iky 
Davis,” she said, “he’s an old 
friend of mine.” As an after- 
thought she added: “He’s mar- 
ried.” 

This thing, though, of train- 
men waving at her and bow- 
ing to her had been going on 
for 28 years, all the time she 
had been guarding that cross- 
ing, but nothing had ever come 
of it, for she was still single— 
an old maid as she called her- 
self. 

Back in her six-by-six shanty 
which she calls her second 
home, Anna took up her em- 
broidery hoops and worked 
away as she talked of the life 
of a crossing watchman. How 
it started, she came of a fail- 
roadin’ family. Her dad, Mar- 
tin Holland, was a railroad man 
for 35 years. When he was old, 
the Baltimore & Ohio gave him 
an easy job as the first watch- 
man at the William street 
crossing. When he was disabled 
by illness, Mike Hines, the di- 
vision superintendent, asked 
her if she would take his place. 
She said sure she would. She 
quit her job at the coffin fac- 

Her boss said he reck- 

she would last about a 
month as a watchman. Her 
place would be waiting for her 
if she wanted to come back, 

It was on May 15, 1918, that 
Anna moved into the shanty 
that her father had built and 
took over his stop sign, taking 
to heart his admonition: “Al- 
ways be careful.” 

How old was she when she 
started? It was a trick ques- 
tion but it didn’t work. “That 
would be telling how old I am 
now,” she said, “and I’m not 
telling that. A lot of people 
would like to know but they’re 
not going to find out till I die. 
It will be in the paper then. 
God only knows when that will 
be.

As to how long she will keep 
watching her crossing, that de- 
pends, She is eligible for a 
pension and is willing to make 
way for any old railroad man 
who is unable to do other work, 
preferably a, veteran. She has 
made that known but so far no- 
body has applied for the place. 
For one thing, the seniority 
rule prevails, Anyone who 
takes over will have to come 
in under that rule, In the 
meantime she is quite willing to 
carry on.’ The railroad pays 
pretty good wages and she has 
had some wonderful increases 
since she began. And nobody 
could be better treated than 
the railroad treats her. 

* 


It is easy work and not much 
of it. During the war there 
were a good many trains, but 
now there are only five or six 
regulars a day and occasionally 
extras. When a train is coming 
in or going out, she goes out 
there in the middle of the 
street, blows her whistle as 
a signal for all traffic to stop 
and holds up her sign. If some 
smarty goes through after she 
blows her whistle she takes his 
number and sends it in to the 
division headquarters at Indian- 
apolis and the offender is 
called to account, Usually, she 
says, if it is a first offense, the 
culprit is let go with. a warn- 
ing. 

In 28 years there ee been 
only one accident at the Wil- 
liam street crossing. That was 
when a 7-year old boy, after 
she had warned. him to stay 
back, ran into the side of a 
moving train, His injuries were 
not serious. Headquarters noti- 
fied Miss Holland that she was 
not to blame. That kept her 
slate clean, and she is mighty 
proud of that. 

Between trains Miss Holland 
sits in her shanty, which is so 
small that, as she says, she has 
to go outside to turn around. 
She passes the time by making 
quilts, embroidering and cro- 
cheting. She has made so many 
quilts that she has lost track 
of the number and has given 
all of them away. That goes too 
for the lace and. doilies that 
she crochets. 


The watchman’s hours are 
from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m, six 
days a week. Sunday is her day 
off. She brings her lunch along 
in winter and warms it on 
the stove in her shanty. She 
isn’t lonely on the job. She 
knows everybody in the neigh- 
borhood, Some ef them she has 
known since they were chil- 
dren. They drop in for little 
visits and there is friendly talk 
with those who stand at the 
street corner waiting for the 
bus. 

Then, in season, there is work 
to be done in her garden of 
flowers.

Many Priceless Gems of Legendary Fame Disappeared 
in Chaos and Greed of War—Some Have Been Recov- 
ered, While Whereabouts of Others Is Still a Mystery 


THE REGENT DIAMOND WAS FOUND BY A 
SLAVE, WHO HID THE STONE IN A WOUND 
IN HIS LEG. 


The story of the theft of the jewels 
of Hesse, which has resulted in the 
detention of an Army colonel and 
his wife, a WAC captain, revives 
the question: “What hes happened 
to some other royal treasures of 
Europe?” The following article tells 
the amazing story of some of these 
fabulous gems. 


of Hesse is a reminder that the 

second World War was merely 
another episode in a story of greed, 
blood and glory that has gone 
down the centuries. Many price- 
less royal jewels of legendary 
fame have disappeared during this 
war. Many have been saved. The 
fate of many others is still a 
mystery. 

More than six imperial and royal 
crowns, thousands of irreplaceable 
masterpieces of art, the age-old 
and sacred regalia of a half-dozen 
ruling dynasties have been involved 
in the shifting fortunes of two 
World Wars. Foremost among 
these are two giant diamonds 
known as the Regent and Fior- 
entine. 

Although the present where- 
abouts of the Regent have not yet 
been officially determined, it ap- 
parently escaped Hitler's grasp and 
Goering’s greed, thanks to a six- 
year “underground” existence 
which it shared with other treas- 
ures housed before 1939 in Paris's 
famous Louvre. 

The stone, which originally 
weighed no less than 410 carats, 
was reduced through cutting to 
167 carats. (A 410-carat stone 
would weigh approximately a

ure of weight.) It was discovered 
300 years ago in the famed dia- 
mond deposit of Golconda, India. 
The Regent was found by a slave, 
who hid the stone in a wound in 
his leg. The slave confided his 
secret to a sailor who promptly 
murdered him and sold the stone 
for the present-day equivalent of 
$5000. The sailor then spent the 
$5000 on a giant spree, at the end 
of which he hanged himself. 

The blood-tainted stone was 
bought by Thomas Pitt, the Brit- 
ish governor of Madras, for about 
$100,000. In 1717 Pitt sold it to 
the Duke of Orleans, regent of 
France, for $650,000. It was then 
that the famed gem became known 
as the Regent, 

During the French revolution 
the Regent was stolen along with 
other objects forming part of the 
French Crown Treasure. Follow- 
ing a tip contained in an anony- 
mous letter, the French police re- 
covered the hoard, including the 
Regent, from a ditch in Paris's 
celebrated Avenue des Champs 
Elysees, 
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HE next abode of the Regent 

was the pommel of Napoleon’s 

sword, whefe the superstitious 
conqueror had it set as a good- 
luck charm, After Waterloo the 
Prussians captured the stone, but 
returned it to Napoleon’s succes- 
sors. Charles X had it set in his 
royal crown, and by 1840 the val- 
ue of the gem had risen to 12 
million.francs, then the equiva- 
lent of $2,400,000. 

In 1848 the second French revo- 
lution added another episode to 
the stone’s career. A band of 
looters broke into the royal treas- 
ure chamber, but were thwarted. 

The second fabulous” giant 
among the diamonds mentioned 
here—the Florentine—was_ re- 
moved from the imperial treasury 
in Vienna after the First World 
Wag and was taken to Switzer- 
land for temporary refuge, It 
thus escaped Hitler, 

The Florentine is a flawless 
diamond of pale yellow hue, 
weighing 133 carats. Its story 
began in June, 1476, in the battle 
of Morat, a couple of centuries 


before the Regent was discovered. 


In the battle of Morat, the free 
citizens of Switzerland crushed 
the mercenary army of Charles 
the Bold, Duke of Burgundy. In 
this fracas, the Duke failed to live 
up to his title, the Bold. He fled 
the battle, losing the huge dia- 
mond which he _ vaingloriously, 
wore on his hat. A Swiss soldier 
picked up the jewel which he 
first took for a piece of glass. 

After repeatedly changing 
hands, the stone became the prop- 
erty of Lodovico Sforza, the Duke 
of Milan. After the downfall of 
the Duke, the gem was bought by 
the fabulous Fugger family, at

that time the bankers for all of 
Europe. The Fuggers sold it to 
the celebrated ruling house of 
Medici, the dukes of Tuscany and 
the lords of Florence, Since that 
time the jewel has been known as 
the Florentine, 

Two hundred years after it was 
acquired by the Medici, it was tak- 
en to Vienna by Frances of Lor- 
raine, Grand Duke of Tuscany. 
The grand duke took it with him 
when he married Maria Theresa, 
the Empress of Austria. 

It reposed there for 200 addition- 
al years and was the pride of the 
imperial treasure of the Haps- 
burgs. When the late Emperor 
Charles, last of the ruling Haps- 
burgs, went to Switzerland in No- 
vember, 1918, this priceless gem 
followed him in exile. The Floren- 
tine was a royal jewel, the person- 
al property of the Hapsburg, and 
there is a belief in some quarters 
that the Florentine !s stil] in their 
possession. 

The origin of many of the price- 
less royal relics caught up in the 
last war’s whirls of destruction 
goes back to an age where myth 
blends with history. Some among 
these objects, such as the Bible of 
Charlemagne and the “Hapsburg 
Opals,” have disappeared. Others, 
believed definitely lost to art and 
history, have staged a dramatic 
reappearance. 


‘Before Hitler’s rape of Austria 
in 1938, the Bible of Charlemagne 
was one of the prize items of 
Vienna’s Imperial Treasury. The 
King of the Franks, whom the 


Pope crowned Roman Emperor in. 


00 A.D., carried this Bible with 
him in all his campaigns. The 
relic gets added value from the 
gorgeous jewel-encrusted case in 
which it was kept ever since it 
became the property of Charle- 
magne. 

When the Red Army approached 
Austria in 1944 the Nazis moved 
thousands of gems and other ob- 
jects from the one-time Hapsburg 
treasure chambers to Germany. 
Hundreds of these relics appear 
to have been stolen on the way 
by Nazi officials and SS officers 
and men. Charlemagne’s famed 
Bible seems to have been part of 
their loot. 

Its fate was apparently shared 
by the two celebrated “Hapsburg 
Opals,” for generations one of Vi- 
enna’s tourist attractions. One of 
these stones owes its renown to 
its size and quality. The biggest 
opal in the world, it measures four 
inches in length and is two and 
one-half inches thick. This gem 
of finest lustre, which was found 
in Hungary some 100 years ago, 
literally ‘blazes with all colors of 
the rainbow. 

Its companion, smaller but still 
of quite unusual dimensions, is 
famed for its combination of in- 
trinsic and artistic value. 

Hope is not yet lost that an- 
other relic of unique interest-— 
known through the centuries as 
“Charlemagne’s Sapphire Talis- 
man”’—may be retrieved when the 
various treasures hidden from Hit- 
ler and now recovered are sys- 
tematically sifted and catalogued. 

Charlesmagne's mysterfous sap- 
phire, a large, bulky specimen, is 
said to have occult powers. It 
was presented to the emperor at 
his coronation by the bishops of 
his realm. Mounted in gold in the 
form of a clasp, the relic has in- 
side its setting a tiny piece of 
wood which was long held 
throughout Christianity to be a 
splinter of the Holy Cross of Gol- 
gotha, The belief persisted for 
many centuries that the talisman 
would assure its owner dominion 
over the whole Christian world. 

Charlemagne was buried in the 
vault of the Cathedral of Aix-la- 
Chapelle, with his body shrouded 


-in a mantle held together by ‘the 


miraculous clasp. When Napoleon 
conquered Germany and entered 
Aix-la-Chapelle, the city fathers 
removed the sapphire talisman 
from the body of the dead em- 
peror of the Franks and presented 
it to the triumphant emperor of 
the French. 

Napoleon may have been of the 
opinion that he needed no sap- 
phire to achieve world dominion 
or that the whole world already 
lay at the feet of his beauteous 
consort, because he gave the gem

to Josephine. From the lovely 
creole empress it descended to Na- 
poleon III, who presented it to his 
equally beautiful wife Eugenie, 

The relic was given by Eugenie 
to her nephew, Spain’s renowned 
Duke of Alba, who, in turn, pre- 
sented it to the world-famous Ca- 
thedral of Rheims. In 1939 it was 
still preserved in that sanctuary. 
Although it was probably removed 
to a place of safety before the 
Nazis reached Rheims, Charle- 
magne’s magic talisman has not 
been heard of since, 


A friendlier fate beckoned to 
another famed Charlemagne relic, 
the almost mythical sword of that 
early champion of Christendom. 
Oddly enough, it was a present 
from the Caliph Harun-al-Raschid 
of “Arabian Nights” fame. For 10 
centuries the precious relic was 
kept in the treasury of the cathe- 
dral at Aix-la-Chapelle. In 1796 
the armies of the French Revolu- 
tion began their victorious march 
eastward, and Emperor Francis II 
of Hapsburg, who later became 
Napoleon’s father-in-law, had the 
sword brought to Vienna. In 1938 
Hitler ordered it sent back to Ger- 
many. 

When the Third Reich collapsed 
the Nazis hid the sword of Charle- 
magne with many other royal heir- 
looms in a deserted mine. Offi- 
cers and men of Gen. Patton’s 
Third United States Army discov- 
ered the priceless hoard in 1945. 
Today, Harun-al-Raschid’s present 
to Charlemagne rests secure under 
American protection. 
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HERE are Certain cities of the 

world whose destiny it has been 

to lie at the crossroads of war. 
Inevitably, the treasure which 
kings and princes have gathered in 
these cities has played a role in the 
turbulence of conquest and battle. 
Often they were pawns in the 
game, 


Vienna and Budapest were two 
such cities, and there Europe's 
oldest and most revered royal 
crowns were kept. They were the 
Sacred Crown of St, Stephen (the 
crown of Hungary), which was 
kept in Budapest, and the crown 
of the Holy Roman Empire, which 
was kept in Vienna. Both of these 
capitals were swept by the hurri- 
cane of the last war, and another 
chapter was added to the fabulous 
histories of the priceless relics 
which had reposed there. 


The ancient crown of Hungary 
derives its name from the fact 
that its lower portion was given 
to Saint Stephen, first King of 
Hungary, by the Pope for the 
king’s coronation in the year 
1000 A.D. At that time the crown 
Was open at the top, consisting 
only of a broad gold band en- 
circling its wearer’s head and 
studded with rubies, sapphires 
and other precious stones. Some 
200 years later the Emperor of 
Byzantium presented the King of 
Hungary with another crown, 
Dome shaped, it bore a number 
of pictures, depicting saints in the 
Byzantine style, and had a small 
orb on the top surmounted by a 
cross. Subsequently the two 
crowns were soldered together, 
forming a single unit which has 
since figured at the coronation 
of Hungary's kings. 

The Sacred Crown had its first 
exciting adventure during the 
Mongol invasion of Europe seven 
centuries ago, when King Bela of 
Hungary, fleeing before the 
hordes of Genghis Khan, took the 
relic with him to his refuge in 
the ancient fortress of Traun on 
the Adriatic. Six centuries later, 
in 1848, when the Hungarians rose 
against the Hapsburgs, Louis Kos- 
suth, president of the Hungarian 
Republic, had the Crown of St. 
Stephen buried to prevent any 
Hapsburg from using it. Recovery 
of the Sacred Crown after the 
Hapsburgs had crushed the Hun- 
garian revolt in 1849 was due to 
an inadvertent remark made by 
one of the men who knew where 
it had been hidden. | 

At the close of World War II, 
Maj. Ferenc Szalaisi, Hitler's 
criminal puppet, who had made 
himself dictator of Hungary in 
the fall of 1944, was forced to 
flee from Budapest before the 
onsweeping Russians. Szalasi 
stole the Sacred Crown, taking 
it with him to his hiding place 
in Austria. In the summer of 
1945 the adventurer was captured

by the American Army and sent Norman rulers of that Mediter- 


back to Hungary where he was 
tried and executed, 

St. Stephen’s Sacred Crown had 
already been returned to Hungary. 
Following a tip from a Catholic 
priest in Austria, our M.P.’s en- 
tered a chalet high up in that 
country’s mountains and discov- 
ered the thousand-year-old relic 
of the King of Hungary, which 
the Hungarian Quisling Szalasi 
had hidden there. Soon after- 
wards the crown made its trium- 
phant re-entry into Budapest. 

On the other hand, by present 
indications, the ancient crown of 
the Holy Roman Empire, worn 
by a long line of Hapsburg Em- 
perors, is still being guarded by 
the American military authorities 
in Germany pending its return to 
Vienna, 

Like the Crown of St. Stephen, 
this crown, too, is made up of 
two portions belonging to two dif- 
ferent periods. One goes back to 
the tenth century A, D. while the 
other was joined to it about a 
hundred years later, 

After being kept in Germany 
for many generations, the Crown 
of the Holy Roman Empire was 
brought to Vienna in 1796 to pro- 
tect it from the advancing armies 
of the French Revolution. When 
Hitler incorporated Austria into 
his Third Reich he had the crown 
taken to Frankfurt because 
throughout the ages Frankfurt 
had been the site of the colorful 
ceremony of the coronation of the 
Hapsburgs as Roman Emperors. 
The venerable relic was found by 
our G.I.s during their sweep 
through Germany last _ year, 
stowed away with many other ob- 
jects of art in a salt mine in 
Bavaria, 


es re 


HILE some of the most an- 
Weien and precious’ royal 

relics were tossed about on 
the stage of history in World 
War II, all these gems and 
hoards are dwarfed in value and 
significance by the unique im- 
perial treasure of the Hapsburgs. 
For over a thousand years most 
of Europe’s most fabulots gems 
and relics were absorbed into this 
giant accumulation of wealth and 
glitter, 

The prewar visitor to the long 
row of treasure chambers in 
Vienna known as the Weltliche 
Schatzhammer, or “Temporal 
Treasure Chamber,” was almost 
stultified by the impact of crown 
after crown, jewel after jewel, 
flanked by rows of ceremonial 
swords covered with precious 
stones, coronation robes embroid- 
ered by hands that withered a 
thousand years ago and objects of 
art matchless through the ages. 


The amazing migrations of most 
of these objects are only in keep- 
ing with the almost legendary 
reputation of the Hapsburg treas- 
ure, of which they formed part. 
The nucleus of the hoard original- 
ly belonged to the ancient line of 
Hohenstaufen Emperors. 

When Emperor Henry VI of 
Hohenstaufen married Constantia 
of Sicily in the 12th Century A. D., 
he inherited the fabulous treasure 
that had been amassed by the 
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ranean island kingdom. One hun- 
dred and fifty mules carried the 
priceless Norman hoard across 
the Alps to the Rhine, With the 
exception of one piece, the entire 
collection of coronation vestments 
and swords subsequently used by 
the Hapsburgs, right up to the 
coronation of the last Emperor, 
Charles, in 1917, formed part of 
this ancient Sicilian treasure. 
After many transfers from one 
imperial city to another, the 
Hapsburg treasure was declared 
neutral and inviolable and depos- 
ited in Nuernberg’s famed Church 
of the Holy Ghost. Our B-29s had 


to turn this into rubble to help, 


force Hitler to his knees. 


For centuries a part of the 
treasure, including the crowns and 
coronation vestments, was kept 
in a shrine suspended on a power- 
ful chain high above the choir, 
while the jewels were locked in- 
side a niche of the upper vestry. 
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HEN came the French Revolu- 

tion, with its. triumphant ar- 

mies sweeping eastward 
through Europe, soon followed by 
the ambitious conqueror Napoleon. 
A new series of hectic shifts and 
transfers of the Madabone treasure 
followed, At short intervals it was 
moved from Nuernberg to 
Prague, then to Vienna. During 
the flight a number of rare ob- 
jects, including the Emperor’s 
jewel-covered spurs, several bish- 
ops’ croziers and some embroid- 
ered coronation vestments of 
priceless value were lost. 

Napoleon’s conquest of Austria 
was preceded and followed by 
rapid shifts of the Hapsburg treas- 
ure. In 1805 it went to Budapest; 
in 1809 deeper inside Hungary. In 
1813, while the fate of nations was 
being decided on the outskirts of 
Leipsic, the Hapsburg hoard was 
on board a ship anchored in the 
Danube just outside Vienna, ready 
to sail down the river into Hun- 
gary and safety once again. 

The crushing defeat of Napo- 
leon at Leipsic enabled his reluc- 
tant father-in-law, Emperor Fran- 
cis II of Hapsburg, to unload the 
treasure again and restore it to 
the Imperial vaults with a sigh 
of relief. 

Then came Hitler. As the Third 
Reich went down amidst the rub- 
ble of its cities, the legendary 
Hapsburg treasure was hastily 
transferred to Germany and hid- 
den deep down in the shafts of a 
number of abandoned mines. On 
their way through Austria, dozens 
of Nazi officials and Elite Guards- 
men helped themselves to some of 
the most precious gems. Hun- 
dreds of the most valuable items 
were subsequently recovered by 
the American forces, 

But the war fates of some of- 
jects whose very names have long 
been household words among fhe 
cultured in both hemispheres still 
are shrouded in mystery. Only the 
future can show whether they 
became the victims of some Nazi 
big-wig inspired by Goering’s 
greed, were destroyed In military 
action, or will still stage a sensa- 
tional resurrection through some 
fortunate incident. 


F I ever see Robert P. Patter-

tree. 
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THE FIRST SALUTE I ever 
threw was at Camp Blanding, half 
an hour after my induction, and 
when I was such a raw recruit 
that I thought corporals were just 
about the mightiest men on earth, 
I was returning from the PX, 
sauntering along with a cigar in 
my mouth and a brick of vanilla 
ice cream in my hand. 

I rounded a corner and there, 
smack in front of me, was a bird 
colonel. I yanked the cigar out 
of my mouth with my left hand 
and threw what I thought was a 
salute with my right, which was 
still holding the ice cream. 
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THE COLONEL GAVE me a 
look which would have knocked 
down a running deer at 50 : 

I sweated. I trembled. I shook 
and quivered until my brand-new 
army suit, which was three sizes 
too big for me, all but fell off 
my frame. 
Finally, the Colonel spoke, and 
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his voice was the voice of doom. 
“Soldier,” he said, “what's your 
name?” 
I told him the best I could, 
“What's your number?” 
He might just as well have 
asked me what 6,000,033 was, 
multiplied by 16,000, 
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“What kind -of ice 
is that?” he thundered, 

“Vanilla,” I squeaked. 

“Vanilla, eh?” he said. “Tt’s 
a good thing it is vanilla. After 
this, be sure you never salute e 
colonel with a brick of choco- 
late ice cream in your hand, 
You may go.” 
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THE ONLY FUN in saluting 
was saluting officers when they 
had their arms full of packages, 
and obviously didn’t want to re 
turn a salute. At Camp Wheeler, 
when we would go into Macon on 
Saturday afternoons and Sundays, 
we would walk the streets just to 
find heavily laden officers. Many 
is the time we have walked single 
file, about 15 paces apart, and sa- 
luted a well-laden officer until 
he burned. Boy, was that fun! 

You can see why officers were 
so crazy about some of us enlisted 
men, can’t you?

HE Decca Company has just 

released one of its occasional 

recordings of art-music. It is 
the Rachmaninoff Concerto No. 
2 for piano and orchestra, played 
by Eugene List and the Los An- 
geles Philharmonic Orchestra 
under Whe direction of Alfred 
Wallenstein. There was no obvious | 
need or demand for this work, 
since there are three other re- 
cordings of it on the market, but 
the List-Wallenstein team have 
given the music a fair and per- 
suasive treatment and the Decca 
engineering compares favorably 
with both Victor and Columbia. 
There are a few rattles and dull 
metallic surfaces. On the whole 
the orchestra sounds well bal- 
anced and with a good consist- 
ency of tone.

RANDALL THOMPSON: The 
Testament of Freedom. 

Mr. Thompson's testament was 
composed in commemoration of 
the two hundredth anniversary of 
tne birth of Thomas Jefferson. 
The music is conservative in style, 
has a lofty spiritual address and 
an emotional breadth which most 
listeners require in a commemora- 
tive, patriotic choral work, The 
composer made an unfortunate 
choice for his text. The words, 
taken from various writings of 
Jefferson, are prosaic—and this 
is not meant in a derogatory sense 
—rather than lyrical. As it hap- 
pens, the diction of the Harvard 
Glee Club, which performs the 
work to the accompaniment of 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra, 
is such that one never hears the 
words. The objection is pertinent, 
therefore, only to those who make 
the mistake of reading the notes 
on the inside of the album. Vo- 
cally, the Harvard boys make a 

showing. The orchestral 
playing under the direction of 
Serge Koussevitsky is typical, in 
its rich tonal perspective and tex- 
ture, of the Boston Orchestra at 
its best. The recording is unusual- 
ly good (Victor, 3 records).

SPIRITUALS: Sung by Paul 
Robeson. 

The great Negro basso still has 
a commanding personality, com- 
pounded of dignity, pathos and 
human understanding which comes 
through in these secords even as 
in earlier discs made some 20 
years ago. Some of the overtones 
have disappeared from his voice 
and this leaves it with a slightly 
harder surface. His singing is in- 
tensely moving nevertheless. The 
album is made up largely of es- 
tablished favorites, including

"Oklahoma!" 
The Longest Running 
Musical in History 


By Jack O'Brian 
NEW YORK, July 6 (AP). 


Theater Guild’s fabulous musical success, Oklahoma!” last 
Monday evening officially became the longest running musical 
in Broadway history when it marked its 1405th performance. 

The previous record of 1404 was held by Olsen and Johnson's “Hellza- 
poppin” which closed Dec, 17, 1941, 

Along its profitable route “Oklahoma!” also passed the marks 
of other Jong run Broadway tune shows including “Pins and Needles,” 
which played 1108 times; “Stars On Ice,” which played 830; “Sons 
O’ Fun,” 742; “Chauve Souris,” 673; and “Irene,” 670, 

The amazing Rodgers and Hammerstein musical all but sneaked 
into the St. Jumes Theater via New York and Boston on the night 
of March 31, 1943. The road reports had been a little cruel. The 
best verdict from the tryout trips was: “A little too arty to make 
money.” 

Certainly “Oklahoma!” was a departure from the musical comedy 
norm. It had a story, adapted from Lynn Riggs’ “Green Grow the 
' LAlacs,” which had been a comfortable success as a straight drama 
13 years before, but musical comedies are not expected to have much 
of a story; just a lot of gags, dirt, costumes, and maybe some tap 
dancers. “Oklahoma!” had ballet dancing. It also had very little 
comedy. The emphasis was on warm humor and charm rather 
than belly laughs. 

Why, said the hard-headed Broadwayites, the show opened with 
just one old woman on stage in a rocking chair. You needed, they 
said, an acre or so of undraped chorus cuties singing a hot, fast 
ditty to start off a musical comedy.

FURTHERMORE, WHILE THE MUSIC was “all right,” it 
didn’t have enough “sock.” Or so the smarties said. A musical was 
supposed to have a certain sort of opening song, another type tune 
about 10 minutes later, another comedy tune about 10 minutes after 
that, and then the “big ballad.” 

Yet, “Oklahoma!” opened on a practically bare stage, and 
~gpilled three of its big tunes within the first 20 minutes. And some 
of them without “production,” by which they meant neon lights 
and babes wandering around wnder nine-foot headdresses. No 
spangles, no sequins, no gold lame; not even an evening gown, 

“You know that Theater Guild,” they said. “Okay for the long- 
hairs but it can’t run a month.” 

Well, here it is in its fourth year, and anuually this sad short- 
sighted contingent of supposed showmen eat their words and are 
very touchy when reminded of their ignorance, the more so because 
several of them tried to duplicate the success of “Oklahoma!” by 
producing shows which included ballets, attempts at charm, humor 
rather than diaphragm-shaking gags and theatrical simplicity. 

Instead, they made the Broadway regulars powerfully fed up 
with ballet, charm and warmth. Rodgers and Hammerstein, again 
under the auspices of the Theater Guild, and with approximately 
the same theatrical craftsmen, turned around and repeated their suc- 
cess with “Carousel.” 

Perhaps the coterie of disappointed seers will be made even 
more unhappy by these figures on “Oklahoma!”, as of last Monday 


evening.

“We Love Him for. the Enemies 
He Has Made.” 


It was with Grover Cleveland 
that this line originally was 


linked, Here is how it started. 

The time was 1884, Grover 
Cleveland’s name and fame had 
become nationwide. As a former 
practicing lawyer, district attor- 
ney, sheriff and mayor of Buf- 
falo—and as Governor of the State 
of New York—he had earned a 
reputation for square dealing and 
clean associations. Not only was

Convention of July 1884, Cleveland 
was being boomed as standard- 
bearer of his party.

But mainly, the river's habitues just like to lazy about 
and go native in a pleasant sort of way. 

During the war, because of gasoline and tire 
rationing and the absence of so many young men, 
crowds grew smaller along the river. Now people 
are beginning to go there again, although the numbers 
still are not as great as before. 

Floods and the Meramec’s shifting bottom cause 
holes in unexpected places. By and large, it is safer 
to swim at beaches where there is a Red Cross guard.

The plastic is as transparent as glass, but weighs only half as 
much and is highly shatter resistant. One of its advantages is its 
workability. Under heat, it can be easily blown into curved sec- 
tions, or molded into any variety of shapes. It is carved, drilled, 
sawed, threaded and otherwise worked like wood. 

Cost is somewhat higher than plate glass, but in large curved 
forms it may be less expensive because there is no wasteful break- 
age in manufacture. For architectural uses, it is now shaped to 
order, although stock sizes and shapes are expected later.

S BOARDING parties cautiously moved in 
among the ships in Bikini atoll last week to 
measure the damage done by the fourth 

atomic bomb blast, two conclusions seemed indi- 
cated: (1) Sea power as such had survived this 
first test. (2) The bomb is a potent sea weapon, 
caused heavy damage. 

Navy Secretary Forrestal’s confident assertion,

This was tremendous 
for only one bomb, though disappointing to some 
who expected at least one battleship sunk. Of the 
ships sunk, only one was as large as a cruiser— 
the Japanese Sakawa.

survived. The bull’seye battleship Nevada, 
blackened by the explosion, still rode ‘at anchor. 

If widely dispersed on an open sea, with the 
benefits of maneuver and anti-aircraft fire, the 
target fleet might have escaped serious damage, 
though not persohnel losses. Perhaps even wider 
tactical dispersal, better protection for personnel 
against bomb blast and after-radioactivity may be 
recommended by Navy experts studying the results. 
Mass atom bombing against a fleet seemed 
indicated for greater damage. Cities and industrial 
areas appeared more profitable targets as long as 
it is necessary to bomb from 30,000 feet. 

As the world’s dominant sea power, with its 
last war fought at the ends of long, navy-protected 
lifelines, the United States appeared the country 
most likely to regard the fleet's stout resistance to 
atom-bombing as good news. But the real assess- 
ment cannot come until the next test, in a few 
weeks, when a bomb will be exploded 24 feet under 
water amidst the target ships. The under-water 
explosion is expected to cause much heavier 
damage.

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WALLACE 


INCE the death of President Roosevelt, Secretary 
of Commerce Henry. A. Wallace, probably more 
than any other man, personifies the New Deal. 

Because of his progressive views, he has been a prime 
target for opponents of New Deal policies. They like 
to label him “idealist,” and “dreamer.” Bitter attacks 
on him in his own party resulted in Harry Ttuman’s 
choice as Vice President after Wallace had served in 
that office during Mr. Roosevelt's third term. 

But Wallace’s friends—and he has many, espe- 
cially among labor—regard him as a practical, hard- 
headed man who has shown marked executive ability 
in the vice presidency and two cabinet posts. 

Speaking here recently at Hotel Jefferson before 
the Liberal Voters League and National Citizens Po- 
litical Action Committee, he showed no deviation from 
his liberal course. He defended OPA, denounced 
the “shameful” coalition of “reactionaries of both 

ties,” favored, among other things, a Missouri 
Valley Authority. 
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IEUTENANT GENERAL LEONARD TOWNSEND 
GEROW, commander of one of the armies which 
crushed Nazi Germany, was in St. Louis recently 

to accept a medal for General of the Army Eisenhower 
from the Sons of the Revolution. 

General Gerow was chief of the War Plans Divi- 
sion at the time of Pearl Harbor. He was chief of 
United States ground forces ‘in Britain, led the pts 
Corps in Normandy invasion and advance to St. Lo. 

In January, 1945, Gerow was elevated to three 
stars and command of the new Fifteenth Army. He 
came back to head the Command and General Staff 
School at Leavenworth.
